F equal importance with gunnery in 
the training of an artillery organiza 

tion is communication. Communication is 
too often regarded by those responsible 
for training troops as something that will 
adjust itself and is a service which, like 
(‘lass 1 supply, should be automatic. This 
ittitude is largely due to the fact that 
most higher commanders are unfamiliar 
with the technical operation of communi- 
cation, equipment, and the practical op- 
eration of communications in general. 
They are not largely treated in training 
yrograms and schedules because those 
getting them up, often unfamiliar with 
the problems incident to training and 
ommunications, are inclined to minimize 
their importance. This is not the case of 
the highest authority because the regula- 
tions emphatically place communications 
oma par and of equal importance with 
gunnery, supply, and movement. It is 
vldom that a commander, in fixing his 
Command Post and developing maneuver, 
win preparing an exercise, consults an 
experienced communications man before 
completing his plan. He usually assumes 
that the communications are equal to the 
job, 

This question has been largely neg- 
lected in the Guard. At the maneuvers of 
the Third Army near Camp Bullis in 1988 
this Brigade was expected to perform in 
A normal way, maintain its communica 
tions, maintain liaison with front line 
troops, and give a creditable performance 
wa combat unit, yet the Brigade Head- 
(warters Battery had only two wire 
trucks. These wire trucks had only two 
reels, one Operated by hand, and one gaso 
line engine to use in picking up wire; 
oily thirty-six men in the Headquarters 
Battery to administer the battery, fur 
lish the details for Brigade Headquar 
fers and lay, maintain, and pick up the 
wire necessary ina rapidly moving situa 
tion, One complete wire system was 
bicked up, complete, and relaid in one 
hight, completely exhausting the wire 
ection. At that time it had no radio 
Which was capable of communicating by 
alr, though this latter has been corrected. 
Ih an endeavor to be provided with suffi 
“ent wire, requisitions were made and 
wire was received but it was not on reels 
ind reels were not available. All com 
Munication units were short wire, reels 
ind personnel, yet were expected to main 
ain communications under difficult situa 
fons. To partially correct this the Signal 
Officer of Ft. Sam Houston loaned us 
lemporarily some additional reels, which 
Were of great assistance. That exercise 
lemonstrated more clearly than anything 
that the artillery, and in fact all line 
'roops, must rely on wire and consider 
tidio as a purely supplementary means. 
When, due to lack of wire and the rapid 
\lvance, liaison officers were unable to 
“ep up with the Infantry with wire, they

Navy Selection Amendments 

House and Senate Conferees late this 
week agreed co a conference report on 
the bill (HR 4929) containing amend 
ments to the Navy Line Selection Act of 
1938 and prepared to present their agree 
ment to their respective houses for ap 
proval. 

Some members feared the measure may 
receive a Presidential veto because of cer 
tain features which are objectionable to 
the Navy Department. 

As the measure was agreed

The composition of the board for the 
selection of line officers for promotion to 
the grade of commander would be three 
rear admirals and six captains on the ac 
tive list of the Navy, not restricted by 
law to the performance of shore duty 
only. Present law provides that this 
board shall be composed of nine rear ad 
mirals, 

The Commander in Chief of the United 
States Fleet would not be eligible to sit 
on selection boards. Under present law 
he is eligible. 

The names of all officers on the active 
list, whether physically fit or not, would 
be presented to the selection boards, to 
gether with their physical records, At 
present, physically unfit officers are elimi 
nated from consideration and physical 
records are not available to the boards. 

Aeronautical Engineering Duty Only 
officers and Engineering Duty Only offi 
cers, and officers who would, upon selec 
tion, become extra numbers in grade, 
would not be counted by selection boards 
in making the number of selections re 
quired by the Secretary of the Navy. At 
present, AEDO’s and EDO's selected are 
included in the total number selected to 
meet the figure set by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The law would be changed to provide 
that AEDO’s and EDO’s designated as 
fitted but not recommended retention 
may be retained in a percentaze equal to

Bandmasters Bill 

The Senate on 10 April 1940, passed the 
bill, TELR. 3840, which provides for the 
commissioning of bandmasters in the 
Regular Army. The mensure now goes to 
conference between Tlouse and Senate 
conferees over Senate amendments. As 
passed by the Tlouse, the bill would have 
applied to both Regular Army, Reserve 
and National Guard bandmasters. The 
Senate Military Affairs Committee de 
cided that there might be question as to 


the constitutionality of the bill with re 
gaurd to National Guard and Reserve 
bandmasters and eliminated such band 


masters from the purview of the bill 
The Senate committee, in its amend 
ment, also provided for the appointment 
of a chief bandmaster, with the rank of 
major, to act as advisor to the War De 
partment on all matters relating to the 
musical organizations of the Army, and 
for the appointment of bandmuasters in 
the ranks of second lieutenant, first lieu 
tenant and captain. The Tlouse, in pass 
ing the bill, merely granted the ranks of 
second lieutenant and first lieutenant 





Line Brigadier Generals 


The United States Senate this week 
voted to increase the authorized number 
of brigadier generals of the line of the 


Army from 46 to 50, by passing the bill, 
S. 3423. The increase is the result of War 
Department legislation that 
would have limited the selection by the 
President of the Chiefs of Infantry, 
Cavalry, Coast Artillery and Field Artil 
lery to brigadier generals of the line, and 
the legislation, as presented to the Sen 
ate Military Affairs Committee would 
have eliminated colonels of the Army 
from consideration for those posts. Tow 
ever, the Senate Committee, in reporting 
the bill, struck out the provisions restrict 
ing the appointments to the brigadier gen 
erals of the Army, and, instead, granted 
the proposed increase in the number of

brigadier generals but left the door open 
for the appointment of colonels to be 


chiefs of the four combat branches.

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Army Promotion Bill 
Sped Toward Passage 


The new length-of-service promotion 
bill for promotion list officers of the Army 


this week sped the legislative road to 
ward enactment. 
Both Senate and House Military Af 


fairs Committees voted to report the mea 
sure favorably without amendment. The 
only obstacle appeared when Chairman 
May of the House committee went before 
the Rules Committee with a request that 
they give the bill an early right-of-way 
on the floor, At that session, held yester 
day morning, Representative Charles I 
Faddis, of Pennsylvania, blocked the issu 


ance of a rule by demanding that an 
amendment be included repealing the 
Wilcox (air base) Act. Mr. Faddis ap 


parently did not object to the promotion 
bill as drawn but wanted to use it as a 
vehicle to repeal the Wilcox act which he 
opposes because he says it gives too much 
power to the War Department. The result 
was that the Rules Committee adjourned 
without action but with the announce 
ment that it will resume consideration of 
the matter early next week. 

The Senate Committee, which had re 
frained from even considering the earlier 
age-in-grade retirement bill, met prompt 
ly Monday, 8 April, and heard Secre 
tary Woodring, Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, and Brig. Gen. William E 
Shedd, Assistant Chief of Staff for per 
sonnel, Yesterday the committee unani 
mously voted to formally report the mea 
sure to the Senate with the recommenda 
tion that it be enacted, 

The House Committee met Tuesday, 9 
April, hearing virtually the same testi 
mony from the same witnesses, went 
immediately into executive and 
voted to report the bill at onee,

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Editors Denounce FCC for Curb on Sales of Television Receivers by RC A 


Of great potential military importance is television. Some day plane to earth 
televised broadcasts, already demonstrated by Radio Corporation of America, will 
probably revolutionize artillery fire, the system of observation of enemy dispositions. 
Accordingly, because of military as well as commercial aspects, there has been great 
interest In the Federal Communications Commission’s injunction against RCA’s sale 
of television receivers and the subsequent tongue-lashing given that commission by 
the Supreme Court. 

Practically every newspaper of the dozens who commented on the case sided with 
RCA against the FCC, Some typical comments follow. 

The Birmingham, Ala., Age-Herald declares, “When the FCC ordered that cer 
tuin companies refrain from marketing television sets on the ground that such sets 
soon would become outmoded, it stepped beyond its bounds. The Supreme Court of 
the United States in a recent opinion held that ‘The communications act does not 
essay to regulate the business of the licensee...” 


“The decision halted this attempted suppression of inventive development,” said 
the Indianapolis, Ind., News. “The court’s reasoning should prevail, in any event, 
for it goes to the foundation of freedom of speech, and freedom of enterprise.” 


Asserts the Rochester, N. Y., Democrat and Chronicle, “If the Federal Communi 
cations Commission were deliberately trying to slow up the development of televi 
sion, its recent order blocking the program of the Radio Corporation of America could 
hardly be more puzzling. ... 

“One can understand why the FCC does not wish to see the Radio Corporation 
vet a monopolistic control of a young industry with enormous potentialities for the 
future, but why is there more reason to suppose this would happen than there would 
have been 40 years ago to suppose that the first automobile manufacturer would get 
a strangle hold on the motor vehicle industry?’ 


The Toledo, Ohio, Blade charges, “The nation is confronted with another shock- 
ing example of what New Deal bureaucracy is doing to business. . What potential 
purchaser at any time has ever refused to have a radio because of the possibility that 
new models would make his set out of date?’ 


In the same vein the Buffalo, N. Y., News continues, “The action of the Federal 
Communications Commission in blocking the commercial development of television 
will be accepted by crities of the New Deal as further evidence that the Administra 
tion is not really interested in doing something about the problem of ‘idle men and 
idle money’ in encouraging the development of new industries and the creation 
of new employment opportunities.”

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General Shedd’s Testimony 
Brig. Gen, William E. Shedd, USA, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, G-1, told the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee on Mon- 
day, 8 April, that the problem faced in 
freeing the promotion list is immediate 
and must be met at once, in urging pas- 
sage of S. 3712, the service-in-grade pro- 
motion bill. 
General Shedd warned that the hump 
will enter the grade of colonel in 1946, 
and will continue to enter that grade for 
the next eleven years with increasing 
average ages and that from 1954 to 1957 
the average age of officers entering the 
grade of colonel will be 62. 

The full text of his statement is as 
follows : 

“The present promotion system in the 
Army has resulted in promotion stagnation 
in the grades of captain and above. If we 
are to have a thoroughly efficient officer corps 
we must provide a promotion system that 
will afford opportunities to exercise com- 
mand, executive, and staff functions appro- 
priate to every grade at an age when the 
officer is in full possession of the mental and 
physical capacity required for such command 
duties. The solution of the promotion prob- 
lem should attain the following objectives: 

“a. A proper promotion career that will 
enable an officer to reach each grade at a 
proper age and have a reasonable length of 
service in each grade, 

“b. The elimination of stagnation in any 
grade. 

“c, The assurance that the large majority 
of officers have an opportunity for selection 
as general officer. 

“d. The avoidance of any undue hardship 
to any individual, 

“The stagnation in promotion and the 
superannuation in the field grades of officers 
on the promotion list has prevented the at- 
tainment of these objectives. This situation 
is due primarily to the presence on the pro- 
motion list of the so-called World War group 
(he “hump”’). This group contains officers 
whose commissioned service had its origin 
in the period of two years from November, 
1916 to November, 1918. In 1926 it consisted 
of about 5,800 officers; now it consists of 
about 4,200 officers—more than a third of all 
the officers on the promotion list. They aver- 
age 46 years of age and have approximately 
equal service. They occupy the lower 400 files 
of the grade of lieutenant colonel, the entire 
grade of major, and the top 900 files of the 
grade of captain. Stagnation now exists in 
the grades of major and captain and unless 
remedial legislation is enacted it will even- 
tually result in superannuation of all grades 
except lieutenants. 

Colonels in “Hump” 

“If nothing is done the ‘hump’ will begin 
toenter the grade of colonel in 1946 and will 
continue to enter that grade for the next 
eleven years with increasing average ages— 
for example, from 1954 to 1957 that average 
age will be 62 years. -The prospects of the 
ificers immediately following the hump to 
include those commissioned in 1925 are to 
enter the grade of colonel after from 37 to 34 
years of service, at average ages from 61 to 
8, 

“The problem is not only one for the fu- 
lure, it is immediate. Officers in the grades 
of major and captain are faced with monoto- 
nus years of service in those grades detri- 
mental to their interest, initiative, and effi- 
teney, which cannot fail to be reflected in 
the effectiveness of the military establishment. 
The senior officer in the grade of major and 
the junior officer in that grade are separated 
by over 2,900 files on the promotion list yet 
‘ll officers in the grade of major have ap- 
proximately the same length of service—the 
vnior major will be a lieutenant colonel in

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General Marshall Backs Bill 


General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, gave the new promo- 
tion bill his full endorsement, in testify- 
ing before the House and Senate Military 
committees this week. 

The Chief of Staff referred to the 
physical exertion necessary in war and 
stated that in the maneuvers now under- 
way in the South such vigorous leader- 
ship has been essential. It has not only 
been a case of mental ability, he said. 
“Where we have not had that activity,” 
the General declared, “we have had 
trouble, because a man gets awfully tired 
and very much worn down mentally as a 
result of his physical exhaustion which 
comes to us with the years.” 

His testimony was not in statement 
form but was delivered extemporaneous- 
ly. Before the Senate committee he spoke 
as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I would like 
to comment on this proposed bill from two 
points of view. 

“First, it is the rights of the individual. 
It seems to me the proposition worked out 
here does as much to consider the rights of 
the individual as is practical under legal ar- 
rangements. You cannot escape the fact of 
the matter of luck and the matter of misfor- 
tune in the way a man comes up or his entry 
into the Army during the period of a war. 
But the bill as it now stands I think does the 
utmost that is practical to be done to protect 
the individual in his rights, The other point 
of view—and I would like to give as much em- 
phasis to this as I can—is purely and simply 
the question of national defense. That is my 
primary job as Chief of Staff of the Army. 

“IT would say that some legislation of this 
nature should be accomplished at the earliest 
practical moment, Otherwise, we are getting 
into a rather impossible situation so far as 
the general efficiency of the officer corps in 
the Army is concerned. And I mean particu- 
larly the leadership. 

“There are two distinct phases of this pres- 
ent bill. One pertains to the individual who 
came in during the war, men more or less of 
the same age and of the same length of ser- 
vice. The other pertains to officers who have 
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come in yearly increments since the World 
War, and particularly from 1920 down to 
1930. And that is a large group of officers. 
They have been in a hopeless situation so far 
as their position in the Army is concerned, 
from the viewpoint of rank and opportunities 
of command. 

“That is remedied to a certain extent by 
this legislation. Some of them had been lieu- 
tenants, I believe, up to 18 years, and they 
were very able people. But we are again in 
the same situation in relation to the war 
hump that is ahead of them. And we must 
have a continuity of general leadership in the 
Army. 

Leadership 

“By that I mean from the grade of general 
officer down through the grade of major, but 
particularly from the grade of general officer 
to the grade of colonel and lieutenant colonel. 
‘here must be a very definite, able leader- 
ship, and more so in this country, I believe, 
than in any other country, because we have 
to create so much of a field force at the last 
moment to cope with an emergency. You do 
not have a long time to work up your influ- 
ence on all of your subordinates; you do not 
have a long time to develop the teamwork 
and adjustments and compensations from the 
different units that are involved in the battle 
team. 

“As it stands now, the officers in that last 
group range from 1920 to 1930, and they will 
be so old when the time comes that they 
might eventually reach promotion to lieuten- 
ant colonel and colonel and so limited in ex- 
perience in handling men, except in small 
groups, that it would be a very unfortunate 
thing for the Army to have them suddenly 
jump to positions of high command and con- 
trol. 

“To exaggerate a little bit, we can easily 
reach a point, if those conditions are allowed 
to continue, where, you might say, we move 
a man from teaching in the primary grade 
in grammar school and in the period of a year 
make him president of a great college. By 
virtue of his being an unusual individual 
he might make an able president of the col- 
lege. But the average is against that. 

“When we move troops in the field under 
the difficulties of a campaign aggressive lead- 
ership is absolutely vital to success. 

Campaign Conditions 

“It is very seldom that we have troops to- 
gether under conditions approximating cam- 
paign conditions, and it is more seldom that 
they have to undergo hardship and display 
qualities that are inherent in anything ap- 
preximating campaign conditions. But the 
minute situations of that character arise, 
then the efficiency of the whole Army depends 
upon leadership. And we must have those 
leaders; and they will not be developed un- 
der the present system. 

“From the simple viewpoint of National 
Defense I would say that something ought to 
be done at the earliest practicable moment to 
remedy the situation. This bill seems to be 
the most practical approach to the solution 
because, ag I say, and as has been said by the 
Secretary and by General Shedd, it does not 
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differentiate among classes; it does no harm 
to the individual. So far as the practical ar- 
rangement is concerned, it protects the rights 
of the individual; yet it offers a cure for the 
present and possible situation as it affects 
the general leadership in the Army.” 

At this point Senator Minton remarked: 
“Of course, the condition which has been 
outlined here this morning would indi- 
cate that the whole thing would tend to 
lower the morale in the officer personnel 
in the Army. It would seem to me that 
they are going to say, ‘I am going to be 
a lieutenant for the rest of my time in 
the Army,’ or ‘I am going to be a captain 
for the rest of my time in the Army. Why 
should I care?” 

General Marshall 
follows: 


Experience and Judgment 

“I would like to add this thought. There 
is this particular consideration, that you have 
a man’s experience, you have his judgment. 
And that increases in the average individual 
with the years. But, unfortunately, from the 
military point of view his muscles and his 
tendons do not go along with that develop- 
ment of judgment and of experience. And 
they are absolutely necessary to field leader- 
ship. 

“In my own experience in the war—and I 
saw about 27 or 29 divisions in battle—there 
were more failures, more crushed careers of 
officers of considerable rank that grew out of 
physical exhaustion than by reason of any 
other one cause. 

“You have to lead men in war by requiring 
more from the individual than he thinks he 
can do. You have to lead men in war by 
bringing them along to endure and to dis- 
play qualities of fortitude that are beyond 
the average man’s thought of what he should 
be expected to do. You have to inspire them 
when they are hungry and exhausted and 
desperately uncomfortable and in great 
danger; and only a man of positive charac- 
teristics of leadership, with the physical 
stamina that goes with it, can function un- 
der those conditions. 

“Recently we have had most of the regular 
combat troops in Continental United States 
in the field. They have gone through the 
worst winter in 22 years in tent camps, with 
very little permanent structures and very lit- 
tle temporary board shelters to help out—just 
their mess hall and their kitchen. You can 
really say that they have undergone extreme 
hardships, considering the comfort of living 
of everybody around them. It has taken very 
positive leadership to manage that. It has 
been not only a case of mental ability and 
wisdom that comes with the years and with 
the activity of the individual; and where we 
have not had that activity we have had trou- 
ble, because a man gets awfully tired and 
very much worn down mentally as a result 
of his physical exhaustion which comes to 
us with the years. And they have to be out 
and all over the ground vigorously and 
energetically.

Vitalization 

“Aside from that, the question of vitaliza- 
tion was referred to. It is seldom referred to 
in relation to its other activities in the Army 
which are very important. I am talking now 
of the National Guard, the R.O.T.C., and 
about the Reserve Corps. Those are very 
large groups. 

“We have some 230 odd thousand men in 
the National Guard and there are over a hun- 
dred thousand officers in the Reserve Corps, 
and I think, about 165,000 young men in the 
R.0.T.C, 

“That requires personality, active leader- 
ship, intelligence, tact, and all sorts of quali- 
ties that are above the average in the indi- 
vidual or it is not done successfully.

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Navy Selection Amendments 
(Continued from Firat Page) 


the percentage furnished the selection 
board by the Secretary of the Navy for 
its guidance in the retention of line offi- 
cers selected by the same board. 

The wording of the 1938 Act with re- 
gard to the selection of AEDO’s and 
EDO’s would be changed to read as fol- 
lows, “The recommendations of selection 
boards in the case of officers who are now 
or may hereafter be assigned to engineer- 
ing duty only or aeronautical engineering 
duty only shall be based upon their com- 
parative fitness for the duties prescribed 
for them by law. Officers assigned to en- 
gineering duty only or aeronautical engi- 
neering duty only shall succeed to com- 
mand on shore only when designated to 
do so by the Secretary of the Navy.” 

All reports or recommendations of line 
selection boards under any provision of 
law shall require the concurrence of at 
least two-thirds of the members of the 
board, 

Officers who were transferred to the 
permanent Navy pursuant to the Act of 4 
June 1920, and who were on 21 July 1939 
assigned to duty involving flying shall be 
retained on the active list until 30 June 
1944, and shall during that period be 
eligible for selection as best fitted but not 
for designation as fitted. This provision 
was made to benefit the World War 
Aviator group. 

Any officer who was placed on the re- 
tired list on 1 June 1939, or who was or 
may hereafter be placed on the retired 
list in the grade of commander, as a re- 

sult of the above retention clause shall be 
credited with 23 years of service for pay 
purposes upon retirement. 

Officers designated as fitted, but not 
recommended for retention, will receive 
retired pay based on the rank to which 
he was designated as fitted, 

Present law only gives these oflicers 
the retired pay of the rank held at the 
time of being designated as fitted. 

Section 12 K of the 1938 Act was re- 
drafted to read as follows: 

“(k) Lieutenant commanders and lieuten- 
ants with date of rank as such prior to 2 
June 1938, and lieutenants (junior grade) 
who on that date were carried as additional 
numbers in grade by reason of not having 
been recommended for promotion, shall, at 
their own request, in lieu of honorable dis- 
charge as provided in subsection (c) of this 
section, be retired on 30 June of the fiscal 
year in which they fall of selection as best 
fitted the second time or on 30 June of the 
fiscal year in which they complete the period 
of service designated in the Act of 3 March 
1931, as amended (U.S.C.,, title 34, Supp. III, 
secs, 286a and 2861), whichever date shall be 
later: PROVIDED, That any officer retained 
on the active list pursuant to this subsection 
shall be ineligible for consideration for pro- 
motion by subsequent selection boards: PRO- 
VIDED FURTHER, That Heutenants who 
served in the Navy or Naval Reserve Force 
prior to 12 November 1918, and who shall 
have completed not less than twenty-one years 
of service shall, if retired under any pro- 
vision of law, be advanced to the grade of 
lieutenant commander on the retired list: 
AND PROVIDED FURTHER, That the re- 
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tired pay of officers retired pursuant to this 
subsection shall be computed as provided in 
subsection (b) of this section, on the basis 
of the active duty pay of their rank on the 
retired list.” 

The President would be permitted to 
retain on active duty or recall to active 
duty two officers of the Navy, above the 

rank of captain and provides that these 
officers, while employed on active service, 
shall have the rank and pay, plus per- 
sonal money allowance, of the highest 
rank held by them on the active list, ex- 
elusive of flight or submarine pay. Such 
officers would be additional numbers in 
grade and if admirals or vice admirals 
would be in addition to the number of 
such positions provided by law for the 
active Navy. 

The attrition rate in the rank of rear 
admiral of the Navy is increased for 8 a 
year to 9 a year. If this attrition is not 
met, a board will be convened to select 
sufficient rear admirals for retirement to 
meet the rate. 

Officers who entered the Navy under 
the old 2-year probationary period, effec- 
tive prior to the 1988 Act, and who com- 
pleted such probationary service, are not 
subject to the 7-year probationary period 
prescribed by the 1988 Act. 

All officers heretofore or hereafter se- 
lected for retirement in order to meet the 
attrition rates set up in the 1938 Act for 
rear admirals of the Navy and general 
oflicers in the Marine Corps would receive 
the retired pay of a rear admiral of the 
upper half. This is an outgrowth of the 
controversy between the House and Sen- 
ate over the case of Brig. Gen. James J. 
Meade, USMC-Ret. The House conferees 
refused to agree to the restoration of 
General Meade to the active list, as pro- 
posed by the Senate, but agreed to grant 
the pay of a rear admiral of the upper 
half to all officers retired under the 
forced attrition clauses. General Meade 
is the only officer to date who has been 
retired under either the Navy or Marine 
Corps clause. 

The Navy Department is directed to 
make a study of the Staff Corps, AEDO 
and EDO personne! situations and draft 
a report, with legislative recommenda- 
tions, for submission to Congress on 3 
Jan, 1941. It will be remembered that 
such a study was ordered last year to be 
submitted to Congress on 3 Jan. 1940 and 
has not yet been published. It is believed 
that the Navy Department will refrain 
from bringing last year’s report to Con- 
gress at this late date and will make a 
re-study for submission in 1941, 





Senate Approves Navy Bills 


The United States Senate, on Wednes- 
day, 10 April, considered its unanimous 
consent calendar and passed a number 
of bills affecting the Naval Establishment 
as follows: 

The bill, H.R. 6044, which ‘increases 
the authorized number of warrant and 
commissioned warrant oflicers in the Ma- 
rine Corps from 146 to 218. In passing 
the House bill, the Senate added an 
amendment limiting the number of war- 
rant officers and commissioned warrant 
officers to 218, which, due to the fact that 
the House had left the fixing of the ac- 
tual number to the President in passing 
the measure, will send the measure to 
conference between House and Senate 
conferees in order to reach an agreement. 

The bill, S. 3009, which authorizes the 
President to present the Navy Cross to 
Capt. Frank N. Roberts, USA, “in recog- 
nition of extraordinary heroism displayed 
by that officer incidental to the bombing 
and loss of the USS Panay on 12 Dee. 
1937.” 

The bill, 8S. 3010, which authorizes the 
Secretary of the Navy to award the Navy 
Expeditionary Medal to a number of 
civilians and Capt, Frank N. Roberts, 
USA, in connection with the aftermath 
of the bombing of the USS Panay. 

The bill, 8. 3098, which authorizes the 
Secretary of the Navy to accept certain 
personal property of the late Dudley F. 
Wolfe, which he willed to the Navy. 

The bill, 8. 3456, which authorizes the 
reimbursement of personnel and former 


personal effects at the fire at the Raritan 
Arsenal on 10 Oct. 1938. 





Navy Funds in Senate 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
on Thursday, 11 April reported to the 
Senate the 1941 Naval Establishment Ap- 
propriation bill totaling $963,797,478, a 
reduction of $1,981,960 from the figure 
approved by the House several weeks 
ago. 

In reporting the bill, the Senate Com- 
mittee expressed the opinion that the 
Navy ship construction program should 
be carried forward at its normal and pre- 
arranged pace and not slowed down as 
recommended by the House. In this re- 
spect, the Senate Committee stated, “In 
recommending for the construction pro- 
gram the amount carried in the bill as 
it passed the House, the committee are 
not of the opinion that construction 
should be delayed for the purpose of de- 
termining the question of the construction 
of battleships having a tonnage in excess 
of 45,000 tons. While the plans of the new 
ships are being drafted, the Department 
can profit by the lessons growing out of 
the war in Europe. In the opinion of the 
committee, the construction program 
should be proceeded with at the normal 
rate in accordance with the existing plans 
of the Department.” 

In arriving at the decrease noted 
above, the Senate committee made cuts 
in House items totaling $12,381,400, but 
added new items in the amount of $10,- 
399,640 to give the bill a net decrease of 
$1,981,960. 

The Senate Committee advised the 
Senate that more Reservists should be 
employed on active duty, stating, “The 
committee are of the opinion that the De- 
partment should make an effort to in- 
duce members of the Naval Reserve to 
volunteer for service on ships engaged 
on neutrality patrol. This service, even 
for a limited period, would provide valu- 
able training.” 

The committee added $100,000 to the 
bill for the purchase of instruments and 
supplies for vessels recommissioned for 
the neutrality patrol, $521,000 for the pro- 
curement of tools by the Bureau of Engi- 
neering, $521,000 for the procurement of 
tools for the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, $1,000,000 to the appropriation 
for “pay, subsistence and transportation,” 
$8,250,000 for the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks for improvements to facilities at 
Navy Yards and $7,640 for salaries at the 
Navy Department. The $1,000,000 addi- 
tion under the heading “pay, subsistence 
and transportation” was made for the 
purpose of providing pay for enlisted pro- 
motions in the Navy. The House, in pass- 
ing the bill applied the pay grade percent- 
ages (as usually established for the Regu- 
lar Navy personnel) to the combined 
average active duty enlisted strength of 
the Navy and Naval Reserve, thereby ef- 
fecting a saving of $1,615,456. The Sen- 
ate Committee determined that the effect 
of this distribution of personnel and re- 
sulting reduction of appropriation would 
be to slow down the promotion of enlisted 
personnel in the Regular Navy. 

The committee decreased the bill by 
eliminating $250,000 for the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory, $100,920 in proposed 
funds for the expansion of the Naval 
Training Stations at San Diego, Newport, 
R. I., Great Lakes and Norfolk, (due to 
the fact that the Committee reduced the 
proposed Navy enlisted strength from 
150,000 as proposed by the House to 145,- 
000), $200,000 for training of members of 
the volunteer Naval Reserve (the com- 
mittee recommended, as stated above, 
that members of the Volunteer Reserve 
be assigned to active training with the 
Neutrality Patrol), $6,746,180 in the “pay, 
subsistence and transportation” account, 
$10,000 in the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery account, and $24,500 in the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair account, 
(all because of the reduction in enlisted 
personnel made by the Senate), and $5,- 
000,000 for the procurement of aircraft 
for the Navy. However, in making this 
eash cut, the Committee increased from 
),000,000 the contract au-

In addition, the Committee recommended 
that $2,000,000 voted by the House for 
experimental planes be transferred to the 
procurement of expansion and replace- 
ment planes, thus providing in cash and 
contract authorizations sufficient planes 
to equip the carrier Hornet, which is ex. 
pected to be completed in February, 1942, 
The House had previously refused to vote 
appropriations for these planes.

THE WAR DEPARTMENT’S new length-of-service promotion bill promises to 
have early enactment. With the exception of one anonymous letter, committee mem- 
bers report they have heard only approval of the measure from service officers. This 
accords with the views expressed in letters received by the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL. 
Nevertheless, it would have been wiser had there been more time before committee 
action so as to permit a fuller reaction from the field. This might have resulted in 
suggestions leading to improvements. However, the measure embodies many admir- 
able promotion features, There are two points wherein the measure could be material- 
ly strengthened if changes could be made in the bill. One is a provision, suggested 
by the ArMy AND Navy JourNnat, to retire selected colonels with the rank of brigadier 
general—a suggestion which arose from a recommendation made by General Malin 
Craig in his final report as Chief of Staff of the Army. General Shedd told the 
House Committee he did not believe this to be necessary; it was his opinion that 
the prospect of two additional years of active duty offers suflicient incentive. The 
fact is that the list of colonels is filled with capable and eflicient officers who are 
trained even for higher responsibilities, particularly in these perilous times of World 
War. To promise them nothing beyond possible retention on the active list for two 
years, hardly is a sufficient reward for the important command duty which they must 
exercise, If, however, the prospect of promotion, even on retirement, is held out to 
them, naturally they would do their utmost to gain a place on this eligible list. In the 
interest of fair play and justice, as well as that of the government, this proposal, 
which would cost nothing, should be adopted, Another desirable amendment would 
be to widen the field from which the Secretary can select officers for retention beyond 
the 6O year retirement limit. As now written the bill authorizes the Secretary to 
designate only colonels for retention on the active list, yet there will be many lieuten 
ant colonels also deserving who would become colonels, except for the 705 limitation 
placed upon that grade. The principle of equal consideration for these officers is 
embodied in that portion of the bill which authorizes the selection of general officers 
from among the colonels and lieutenant colonels who haye had 28 years continuous 
service, quality of opportunity is an essential of morale, and this factor should not 
be lost sight of in reorganizing a promotion system that will affect the careers of all 
promotion list officers, 


IT WAS WITH THE VOICE of a patriotic prophet that General Marshall told 
Congress when the House Appropriations Committee was considering the Army ap 
propriation bill, that major developments abroad should be parallelled by added pre 
cautions in the United States. The General is not an alarmist, but a sane, 
Chief of Staff, who is determined as far as lies within his power to develop our land 
and air forces to the point where they can most effectively protect the Nation and its 
Vital interests, He told the Committee that we must face the facts, and that if Europe 
should blaze in the late spring or summer, we must put our house in order before 
the sparks reach the Western Hemisphere. Hardly were these solemn words in print 
when Germany invaded Denmark and Norway, and thus precipitated a disba-ance, 
which intimately concerns the United States, Motivated by anxiety to avoid ruptur 
ing the National Debt limit or to increase taxes, the House cut the original Budget 
estimates for the Army by $69,000,000, Not only should these sums, essential for the 
General Staff’s program, be restored by the Senate, but any further recommendations 
General Marshall may present should be adopted. The same is true as te Admiral 
Stark’s program for the Navy. However, in spite of it, the Senate Appropriations 
Committee has cut the original Budget estimates for 1941 by $123,514,099, There is 
no doubt the trend of sentiment in the country is toward economy, but on the other 
hand it can be stated without question that the people willingly would bear the burden 
of whatever sums may be needed to provide for the common defense.

Disbursing Officer Relief 

The Senate on Wednesday 10 April, 
passed the bill, 8. 3195, which is an omni- 
bus bill for the relief of certain disburs- 
ing officers of the Army, who paid out 
public funds, the expenditure of which 
the General Accounting Office refused to 
approve.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—That the entire continent of Europe is on the way to engulfment 
in the war between the Allies and Germany is the conclusion inescapable from German 
occupation of Denmark and the invasion of Norway. That the President is fearful 
that the struggle may involve the United States, is shown by his suggestion that the 
American people should give careful thought to the potentialities of the latest de- 
velopments. In other words, there is not a neutral, large or small, that does not face, 
no longer the possibility, but the probability, that the interests of the belligerents will 
impel them to acts which will make the whole world a battlefield, 

In the most precarious situation today are Sweden and the Balkan States. The 
former is hedged in between German forces stationed, or operating in, Denmark and 
Norway, and, except for a Finland made helpless by surrender, Russia. If the Reich 
be denied access to Norway by the British Fleet, the only road by which its troops can 
be supplied, and, if necessary, reenforced, is through Sweden, Emanating from Berlin 
are ominous statements that Germany is “icily calm” with respect to Allied efforts to 
block the Danube, and is threatening to police the river with gunboats. If the threat 
be executed, drawn into the struggle will be Roumania, Bulgaria, Yugo-Slavia and 
Hungary, the countries which this river serves. Those countries have been made 
aware by Germany's flagrant disregard of the non-aggression pact she entered into 
only last June with Denmark, that treaties and agreements are worthless scraps of 
paper. It is certain that each of them is balancing the advantages of joining either 
the Reich or the Allies, playing one against the other as long as possible in the 
evanescent hope that it will be able to remain at peace. 

Nor are Sweden and the Balkans alone in the fear that has swept the smaller 
states. Holland and Belgium are intensifying their preparations for defense, realizing 
that the most perfect neutrality cannot avert war, if the German General Staff decides 
that military necessities require invasion. The Allies, fully aware of the peril in 
which their cause stands, are seeking to induce the North Sea neutrals, as well as 
the Balkans, to Join them in resisting aggression. A significant conference occurred 
during the week between British and Portugese officials, and it may be that Portugal 
will be asked to comply with her obligations under the pact of Alliance with Great 
britain. This would concern Spain, whose Government is under special obligations 
to Mussolini, and to a less extent to Hitler. 

It does not follow that the situation is as favorable to Germany as appears on the 
surface, The Scandinavian Kingdoms always have been the bulwark between Russia 
and the Atlantic. The policy of Europe generaily has been to prevent her access to 
that sea and the Aegean Sea, just as it has been Japan’s policy to prevent her further 
progress toward the warm waters of the Pacific. After centuries of effort, Russia has 
gained control of the northeastern borders of the Baltic, but not occupation of terri- 
tory on the Atlantic, From time to time, Great Britain and France, and even Germany, 
have moved to halt Russia designs upon Sweden and Norway. It was the Allies, fol- 
lowing the World War, who acted to keep Turkey astride the Dardanelles. It is 
Japan, who through the puppet state of Manchuquo, and the occupation of North 
China, has restrained the Soviets in the Far East. 

There is thus a direct conflict of interest between Russia and Germany in con- 
nection with the control of the Baltic Sea. There is a direct conflict of interest be- 
tween Germany and Russia and Italy in connection with the Balkans. A like conflict 
has led to clashes between the Armies of Russia and Japan in Outer Mongolia and on 
the borders of Manchuquo. , 

It is assumed that tm accordance with the consultative pact between Hitler and 
Stalin, signed on the eve of the outbreak of the war, the former obtained the assent 
of the latter to the occupation of Denmark and the invasion of Norway. What in- 
ducements were offered to secure this permission is not known outside of the chancel- 
lories of the dictators, As the Soviet Government wrested from Finland the right of free 
passage to Norway and the obligation to complete within six months the railroad 
across the waist line of the Republic, it may be inferred that at that time Stalin had 
the greedy purpose to absorb Sweden. According to the official statement of the Reich, 
the only purpose of the Scandinavian operation is the “protection” of Denmark and 
Sweden. Also, the definite pledge was given, probably to allay Soviet suspicion, that 
“Germany has no intention through her measures now or in the future of touching 
upon the territorial integrity and political independence” of the two Kingdoms. But 
even if Hitler has expressed a willingness to recognize the paramount right of Russia 
with reference to Sweden, it is not likely he will observe his word, since he would 
not want his present “friend” to have control of the iron mines which are essential to 
German manufacturing interests. In the back of his mind may be the thought that he 
can appease Stalin by agreeing to the latter’s seizure of Bessarabia. 

The prospects of the situation also concern Italy, Her interests in the Balkans 
are @irect and important. She has seen Germany and Russia expand, and she has 
received nothing in exchange for her policy of non-belligerency. In the days of the 
“White War,” there appeared to be a definite understanding by which when Germany 
acquired territory, Italy increased her holdings. Reports have been current in the 
past that Hitler had agreed to Italian annexation of two-thirds of Yugo-Slavia, and 
if he should patrol the Danube, Mussolini may feel he can act in accordance with this 
understanding. It is altogether probable that at their celebrated meeting at Brenner 

*ass,. Hitler informed Mussolini of his plans relative to Scandinavia, since it was 
immediately after that conference that German troops were trained in landing 
exercises. Sharp trader as.he-is, Il Duce must have demanded compensation, and 
this reasoning leads to the expectation that his plans include a step which will enable 
him to extend “protection” to his neighbor, oi 

The interests of the United States necessarily are involved in all this maneuver- 
ing. We are more greatly concerned over Greenland than was the case before the air- 
plane became a safe and swift mode of transportation. That continent, which belongs 
to Denmark, lies within the American hemisphere. Its transfer to Germany or any 
other European State, probably would be regarded by us as a violation of the Monroe 
Doctrine, though such a violation might net be.charged against Canada were she to 
occupy the country. The financial balances and. the gold on deposit in our banks for 

the account of Norway and Denmark have been taken over in trust*by our Govern- 
ment and will he denied to Germany,, Norwegian.and Danish shipping companies ate 
arranging WPPansfer their vessels to American registry. Holland will depend upon 
us to protect her Ishinds in-the West Indies, and, in-ease Japah should joim Gerniany, 
her possessfonsin the Far East, , Thus, the,nation-is being compelled }to' undertake 
responsibilifies which bring us into greater conflict-with German interests, and which

Television—A difference of opinion of great importance to the progress of Tele. 
vision was revealed this week between Chairman Fly of the Federal Communivations 
Commission, and Colonel David Sarnoff, Sig.-Res., President of the Radio Corporation 
of America, Before the Senate Interstate Commerce Committee Mr. Fly testified that 
the Commission might have made a mistake in issuing its order of 20 February 
authorizing limited commercialization of television, and admitted that RCA could 
have reasonably interpreted the order as permitting it to advertise the sale of ye. 
ceiving sets. It was this advertisement that caused the Commission to suspend its 
order with a denunciation of RCA as a violator of the intent of the Commission's 
policy, and to begin the hearings, really a trial, which started on Monday. After 
evading a question as to whether the advertisement was responsible for the Com- 
mission’s action, Mr. Fly agreed this was true. But he served notice on the Commit- 
tee that it was the purpose of the Commission “to regiment” the radio and television 
industry “in the public interest,” a statement which appeared the more amazing when 
his attention was called to a decision of the Supreme Court holding that the FCC 
had no authority “to regulate the business of licensees, or to control their programs, 
their management or policy.” It was his contention that this decision was based upon 
a case Which had no relation to the powers of the Commission, an astonishing argu- 
ment in view of the language of the Court. 

Colonel Sarnoff declared emphatically that the Radio Corporation of America 
had not in the remotest degree been guilty of trying to establish a monopoly by put- 
ting its receiving sets on the market, or misleading the public as to their value or 
permanency, or of acting so as to retard the art, or of flouting the Commission and its 
order, He mentioned that RCA had spent $10,000,000 to date and is spending $2,000,000 
annually upon its research and other related activities to provide the public with 
television. He attributed what delay was occurring in the progress of the art to the 
Commission instead of the industry. He pointed out that the Commission without 
inquiry of, or notice to RCA had issued the statement denouncing it, and only before 
the Committee had its Chairman admitted that the merchandizing campaign inaugu- 
rated by the advertisement was within a reasonable interpretation of the original 
order, a procedure he described as unfair. He disagreed with the Chairman that the 
Commission had made a mistake in permitting limited commercialization, and in- 
sisted that the American system of private enterprise was the true medium by which 
progress could be made. As to the suggestion of monopoly, he remarked that there are 
40,000,000 radio sets in the United States, while the marketing campaign contemplated 
by RCA for the entire industry, as the Commission had been informed before the 
order was issued, was only 25,000, Of these, RCA could not manufacture or sell more 
than a thousand a month between now and September, when sponsor programs will 
be permitted. Mr. Fly had argued that the receiver was the key to the lock of trans- 
mission, and that any company which sold sets would be in a position to establish a 
monopoly, Colonel Sarnoff replied that the key was a skeleton or pass key, and that 
at a small expense, at the most $40, RCA receivers could be adjusted to handle the 
telecasts of any transmitters in prospect. Ile stated that already his Corporation 
had refunded $175,000 to purchasers of sets originally sold. He declared RCA would 
not countenance a monopoly, that competition is absolutely essential for the develop- 
ment of the art, and that without public participation comparable progress to that 
made in the automobile and other industries could not be achieved. He spoke of the 
policy of his Corporation in giving licenses under its patents so as to enable maximum 
development of the industry. Removal of hampering governmental activities would 
assure in his judgment the early building of a billion dollar industry which would 
furnish employment for an additional 600,000 men. Senator Wheeler, chairman of 
the Committee, found nothing in RCA’s advertisement to criticize. He advised the 
Industry to get together upon standards “so that the art could go ahead,” which 
Colonel Sarnoff cordially approved, but pointed out that the Commission itself only in 
January had disapproved any such action. It was evident the Committee, which had 
called Mr. Fly before it to explain the conduct of the Commission, was of the opinion 
that the Commission should remove promptly all obstacles in the way of the progress 
of the art. 

Col. Sarnoff contributed some interesting facts regarding the progress of Tele 
Vision abroad, of which the Chairman of the Commission was ignorant. He said that 
the British Television system, which had been serving 25,000 receivers, was based 
on RCA research, and had been shut down by the war, and that Germany was tele 
vising between several cities over telephone wires, It was his judgment that the 
system his Corporation is using is far superior to anything available, and paid a 
tribute to Inventor Farnsworth for the important developments his genius had 
produced, 

President Roosevelt stated at his press conference yesterday that there are pros 
pects that the technicalities of television will be ironed out this Summer in a way te 
prevent a monopoly, He said that the FCC is working to the end that the country may 
be certain that no one company can control sending and that owners of television Te 
ceivers will be able to receive their telecasts on any of the radio bands. 


Bureau of Engineering—An exhaustive paper on uses of electricity aboard naval 
vessels was delivered 9 April before the joint meeting of the Pittsburgh Section, 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers, and the Electrical Section, Engineers’ 
Society of Western Pennsylvania, by Comdr, Louis Dreller, of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Engineering. After a general discussionof uses of electricity aboard ship, Commander 
Dreller went into various types of equipment. Main generators, he said are either 
driven by turbines or diesel engines, and range in number from two for a destroyer 
to eight for a large capital ship. Capacity must be sufficient to take care of load 
demands during: battle even though some of the units are disabled or put out of 
COTMMISSLON, 

“Since the design of a combatant ship,” Commander Dreller said, “is always 4 
compromise between speed, armor and armament, economy in weight and space be 
comes of paramount importance in the design of all electrical apparatus installed 0 
board ship. The Navy has been a pioneer in the development, of light weight, high 
speed generators . .') accomplished through ingenuity of design and the employment 
of lighter metals and alloys wherever practicable.” Another saving in weight and 
space has been effected through installation of alternating current electric plants ® 
surface ships,tbeginning with the Farragut class destroyers about 1932. Being more 
reliable,..the-AC..moters—have-made -it- possible to dispense with carrying of spat 
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rotors—“important on a large ship on which there are, let us say, 400 motors in- 
stalled.” 

Commander Dreller also discussed new improvements in electric cable, and con- 
eluded his paper with the statement : “The Navy is keenly aware of the future develop- 
ment of engineering in all phases and is continuously pushing new ideas and develop- 
ments in order to increase the military effectiveness of the ships. It should be fully 
appreciated, however, that new innovations in design and construction must be 
adequately proven before they can be installed on men-of-war, The major objectives 
of reliability, ruggedness, ease of upkeep, resistance to shock and vibration and econ- 
omy cannot be compromised.” 


Cavalry—The Army’s first two diesel-powered scout cars emerged from tests at 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds this week and rolled to Ft. Knox, Ky., where they will join 
the 7th Cavalry Brigade (Mechanized), and later participate in army maneuvers in 
the Sabine area with the older gasoline-driven engines. The scout cars, accompanied 
py a third similar gasoline vehicle, stopped briefly at the War Department 9 April 
en route to Ft. Knox. Ist Lt. Edward Gray, OD, headed the detachment of drivers 
which included representatives of Hercules and Buda motor companies. 

One of the scout cars is powered with the Hercules diesel, the second has a Buda 
diesel installed. All three combat cars are run of production as far as chassis and 
body are concerned, but embody several improvements over the models now in service. 
They are the first production models to carry the front roller which is designed to lift 
the car’s nose should it go down into a ditch. They are also more commodious, since 
the armored sides have been brought out over the wheels and fenders, Bach can ac 
commodate a crew of eight men. 

Weight of the diesel engine is about 1,000 pounds, considerably more than the 700 
to 800 pounds the gasoline engine in a scout car usually weighs. Two great advantages 
are claimed for the diesel, however. One is economy of fuel consumption, the other 
is lack of interference with radio reception present in the gasoline engine with its 
electric ignition system. Economy of fuel consumption will give the scout car a 
greater cruising radius with the same amount of space de —~ to fuel storage as the 
gasoline engine, and will reduce the amount of space (i. e., the number of fuel trucks) 
required to supply a scout car detachment in the field. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey—Rear Adm. Leo Otis Colbert, Director of the U. 8. Coast 
and Geodetie Survey, has announced that all major vessels of the Atlantic and Pacific 
coast fleets of that Bureau will soon shift their bases of operation to northern work 
ing grounds for the summer field season. 

The survey ship Oceanographer early in April will discontinue operations off the 
South Carolina coast and begin an offshore survey in the Gulf of Maine which will 
connect with the Georges Bank survey completed in 1982. Under supervision of the 
Oceanographer a subparty will be engaged on hydrographic and wire drag surveys of 
Boston Harbor. 

The Lydonia, after a winter season off North Carolina, 
tucket Shoals project in cooperation with the motor vessel Gilbert. 
the Lydonia will begin surveys of the approaches to Boston Harbor: 
will continue the work of last year in Nantucket Sound.

During May the survey party which has been engaged in combined operations in 
the Indian River, Fla., will move to the Chesapeake Bay area for work in the vicinity 
of Chester River and Eastern Bay.

A mobile revision unit on the launch Elsie IIT is operating in the Inland Water 
ways along the Atlantic coast. 

In the Gulf of Mexico the Hydrographer is continuing the survey of the central 
and eastern parts of that area with headquarters at Pensacola. 

The new Explorer has completed a shakedown cruise off the California coast and 
will sail for the Aleutian Islands early in May where she will continue surveys west 
ward from Umnak Island in prin engin} with the Pioneer, During the winter months 
the Pioneer was engaged on surveys of San Francisco Bay and off the Santa Barbara 
Islands, Calif. 

The Guide will discontinue operations along the California coast and sail for the 
Bering Sea area late in April to continue surveys eastward from Unimak Pass along 
the north coast of Unimak Island and the Alaska Peninsula. The Discoverer will 
continue operations along the south coast of the Alaska Peninsula eastward from the 
Sanak Islands. During the winter months this vessel was engaged on surveys of 
Grays Harbor, Wash. 

The Surveyor has completed her winter assignment in the San Juan Islands, 
Wash., and will begin operations on the eastern end of a project of original surveys 
of the Alaskan coast between Cape Fairweather and Cape St. Elias. It is expected 
that this season’s work will extend from Lituya Bay to Dry Bay. 

The new motor vessel FE. Lester Jones is engaged on a short project in the outer 
Southern approaches to Sitka, Alaska, upon completion of which she will sail for the 
Aleutian Islands for work in cooperation with the Explorer. The motor vessel West 
dahl will continue the survey of Glacier Bay, Alaska. It is expected that this project 
Will be completed in 1941. 


Quartermaster Corps—The Constructing Quartermaster, Panama Canal Depart 
ment, this week was authorized by Secretary of War Woodring to award three con 
tracts for officers’ and noncommissioned officers’ quarters in the department, totalling 
$10,730,834—an even larger group of contracts than the $7,730,806 obligated last week

Activities in Signal Corps—Returning 9 April from a nation-wide tour of Signal 
Corps installations begun 14 March, Maj. Gen. Joseph O. Mauborgne, Chief Signal 
Otlicer of the Army, described this week several new advances that have been achieved 
in the preparation of the Signal Corps for eflicient operation as a vital component of 
au wartime Army. Spending from one to three days at each stop, General Mauborgne 
discussed with Corps Area staffs and signal officers details of their participation in 
next month’s Third Army maneuvers and in the maneuvers of the four fleld armies 
this August. One innovation which will be tried out in the Third Army maneuvers, 
General Mauborgne said, is extension of the aircraft warning service to cover mareh- 
ing columns. Up to now warnings of attacks by aircraft have been forwarded by 
message centers to antiaireraft installations, pursuit plane squadrons and fixed mili- 
tary and civilian installations only. But next month, such warnings will be sent via 
portable radio to the marching columns of troops. 

lis visit to Hollywood, Calif., the Chief Signal Officer devoted to an inspection 
of Army motion picture activities and to discussion with civilian motion picture 
personnel of the feasibility of establishing a GHQ photographic company for mobili- 
zation day activation, Such a unit would serve as the field laboratory of the United 
States Army. Interested in the formation of the unit is Nathan Levenson, formerly 
major in the United States Army, now an official of Warner Brothers. 

At Ft. Bliss, Texas, Maj. Gen. Kenyon A. Joyce, Commanding the Ist Cavalry 
Division, turned out not only signal units but all signal equipment of his command 
for the visiting general—equipment of the field artillery, cavalry, and signal units 
of the division, General Mauborgne expressed himself as highly pleased with the 
communications training given in the Ist Cavalry Division. On many occasions, he 
said, all signal units have gone into the field and, setting up missions for the units 
to which they are normally attached, have obtained valuable practise in functioning 
on a division-wide basis. 

At Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, General Mauborgne witnessed presentation of colors 
to the newly formed G2nd Signal Battalion, LA, Col. Charles M. Sawyer commanding, 
This battalion, though a GIIQ unit, will serve with army corps and tield armies. 

The Chief Signal Officer’s itinerary included stops at 4th Corps Area head- 
quarters, Atlanta; Ft. Sam Houston; 8th Corps Area headquarters and at San An- 
tonio; It. Bliss; Hollywood; March Field; 9th Corps Area headquarters, San

Coast Artillery—The U. S. Coast Artillery Association awards annually a trophy to 
a Regular Army Regiment for the most outstanding performance during the target 
practice year, This trophy is a most desired and coveted prize, The 68d Coast Artil- 
lery (Antiaireraft), Ft. MacArthur, California, has achieved the distinction. of win- 
ning the trophy for the target practice year ending 31 Dee. 1939, 

At the time that this regiment fired its target practice, it was commanded by Col, 
Ndward A, Stockton, jr., CAC. Three batteries of this regiment were rated excellent 
as follows: “A,” pn boca Searchlights; “B,” 3° Antiaircraft Guns, and “3B,” 
Antiaireraft Machine Guns. The trophy will be presented by the Commanding Gen-

Finance Department—Transfer of Col. Howard K. Loughry from the Coast Artil- 
lery Corps to the Finance Department, where he is soon to assume post of chief of 
finance, was approved by the Senate on 8 April.

Medical Department—An examination to create eligibles for appointment to staff 
sergeant, Medical Department, medical and dental service, will be held 30 Sept. to 
5 Oct. 1940, Requests for admittance to the class to be examined should be forwarded 
to the Surgeon General from Corps Area headquarters and independent stations not 
later than 15 June. A list showing the names of approved candidates to be examined, 
the stations where examinations will be held and the names of officers who will serve 
on the examining boards should reach the Surgeon General by 13 July. As provided 
by recent changes to Army Regulation 615-15, two eligible lists will be set up as a 
result of the examinations—one for the tactical units and one for hospitalization and 
administration units. As provided in paragraph 2 of Surgeon General's Circular No, 
2%, Just issued, the enlisted man will state in his request in which group he desires to 
take the qualifying examination, and depending on the mark attained he will be 
placed on the eligibility list for the grade and in the group for which examination 
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was taken—either tactical or hospitalization and administration. Promotions will 
be made from the lists of eligibles as vacancies occur in the respective groups. 


Other important provisions of the circular letter are: Enlisted men on the 
eligibility list of one group may be transferred to the other list in grade only, by 
taking and passing an examination on the subjects required for the grade and list to 
which transfer is requested. They will take position on the new list accord- 
ing to the results of the examination on which the transfer is made. In computing 
service in grade, to determine eligibility to take examination for the next higher 
grade, credit will be given for total length of continuous service in grade in either or 
both groups. 

In the immediate application of these changes, promotion to master and tech- 
nical sergeant in either group will continue to be made from the present lists. Since 
the list of eligibles for promotion to staff sergeant has been exhausted, the new ex- 
amination, setting up both groups, will be held. 

Monthly medical meeting of Army Medical Department officers residing in Wash- 
ington and vicinity will be held in Sternberg Auditorium, Army Medical Center, at 
8 p.m. 15 April. Dr. M. N. Smith-Petersen, of Boston, Mass., will discuss “Ortho- 
plasty of the Hip Joint.” 

Circular No. 35, just issued by the War Department, pending printing of changes 
to Army Regulation 40-590, adds to the injunction that the commanding officer of a 
hospital shall not order a patient discharged or transferred, until he considers such 
action would not endanger the life of the person concerned, the proviso that he may 
call to advise him a board of three or more officers. Report of such disposition board 
shall be forwarded with the commanding oflicer’s recommendations to higher authority 
in appropriate cases, 

The circular also amends portions of AR 40-600 and AR 605-250. 

Undue reduction of medical units in the triangular division was criticized by 
Japt. Paul H. Martin, MC, in a discussion of “Divisional Hospitalization” in the April 
issue of U'he Military Surgeon, 1t does not follow with the formation of a much smaller 
division, Captain Martin declared, “that there can be a similar or proportionate re- 
duction in Medical Department personnel and still retain efficiency. In the Infantry 
Division (1982 T/O), the Hospital Battalion constituted 2.4% of the infantry ele- 
ments. In the new Infantry Division the Clearing Platoon constitutes .57¢% on the in- 
fantry. This reduction is out of all reason and does not correspond with Medical 
Department experience, Tables of Organization and teaching.” The clearing platoon, 
Captain Martin said, will consist of 8 officers and 30 enlisted men. After overhead is 
deducted, about 22 men will be left for actual professional care and manipulation of 
casualties, assuming all of the men will be present for duty every day. The inadequacy 
of this organization is obvious, the writer observed. 


Dental Corps—The Senate on 10 April passed the bill, 8. 3633, which provides that 
in order to be eligible for appointment in the Dental Corps of the Army “a candidate 
must. be a graduate of a recognized dental college and have been engaged in the 
practice of his profession for at least 2 years subsequent to graduation, or must have, 
after such graduation, satisfactorily completed a dental internship of not less than 
one year in a hospital or dispensary.” 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Close upon the Army’s announcement that construction of 
the world’s largest bomber, a Douglas B-19 weighing 70 tons loaded, was nearing 
completion, came word from the Navy that jigs are being prepared for an even larger 
ship for that branch of the Service. The Navy plane has been under construction at 
the plant of Glenn L. Martin, Baltimore, for nearly a year. It will weigh, it is under- 
stood, nearly 84 tons, with a useful load of about 32 tons—nearly four tons more than 
that of the Army ship. Much of this additional useful load can be put into bombs. 

Non-stop cruising radius of the Navy ship is understood to be more than 12,000 
miles ; that of the Army plane, 6,000 miles, loaded. Speed of both will exceed 200 miles 
an hour. The Army’s new plane weighs almost three times as much as the famous 
“Flying Fortress,” about twice as much as the 34-ton B-15 bomber, of which one model 
has been delivered to the Army. The Navy’s plane will weigh about 14 tons more than 
the Army’s giant, it is understood. 

The Army plane will be propelled by four engines developing at least 1,500 horse- 
power each, possibly 2,000 horsepower. Type of engines to be installed in the Navy 
plane was not disclosed. There is speculation that the new radial, air-cooled engines 
just developed might be employed. 


Chemical Warfare Service—Two educational order contracts were placed this week 
with a Columbus, Ohio, firm for items for the Chemical Warfare Service, one for 
non-coconut charcoal, in the amount of $320,912, the other for $60,935 worth of 
whetlerite. Other contracts awarded during the latter half of March for the Chemical 
Warfare Service for various small items totalled $20,007.37. 


Corps Of Engineers—When the army maneuvers begin, the Corps of Engineers will 
have available to provide the troops with safe drinking water four of the latest mobile 
water purification units, each capable of providing 5,000 gallons of filtered and 
chlorinated water each hour, Each of the units is installed on a 2%-ton, six wheel 
drive truck, and has in addition to chlorinating and filtering equipment, a small labora- 
tory for testing water samples, The Engineers will also have on hand three older types 
combination units, These seven units will be handled by the corps engineer regiments 
and will supplement the 100-gallon-an-hour units in the hands of the divisional en- 
gineer battalions, 

Capt. Orville E. Walsh will become district engineer at Nashville, Tenn., to- 
morrow, succeeding Maj. Bernard Smith, who will be executive assistant to the Ohio 
River Division engineer, with station at Nashville, from 14 April to 31 May. 

Contracts totalling $49,207.01 were awarded for the Corps of Engineers by the 
Assistant Secretary of War during the period 16 to 31 March. One of the awards was 
for a 20 to 25-ton internal combustion engine locomotive, at a contract price of $14,200, 


Sale of Planes—Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Chief of the Army Air Corps, in a letter 
to Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
and Representative Andrew J. May, Chairman of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, has stated his full accord with the release policy for the foreign sale of aircraft. 

General Arnold also stated that, “Prior to my concurrence in this policy my 
technical and tactical staff and myself made a very careful study of its effect on the 
Air Corps Expansion Program. I am confident that the new policy will operate to the

advantage of the Army Air Corps and thereby the National Defense.” Genera} 
Arnold’s stand was the subject of an official war department announcement which 
stated that, “This letter was furnished the Chairman of the two Military Committees 
by General Arnold due to certain questions which had been brought to Genera) 
Arnold’s attention regarding his testimony before the Subcommittee of the Com. 
mittee on Appropriations, House of Representatives, concerning the Army Appropria. 
tion Bill for 1941. In that testimony General Arnold referred to the production of 
airplanes in American aircraft factories as being 351 a month at the beginning of this 
year, and that statement was in at least one instance interpreted as referring to 
maximum capacity, and the inference was drawn that foreign orders could not be 
handled without interference with the Army and Navy procurement project. How. 
ever, as General Arnold has stated elsewhere in his testimony and on other occasions 
the actual production was on a basis far below capacity and the actual capacity of the 
aircraft industry would amply take care of sales to foreign governments under the 
release policy as presented to the Military Affairs Committee by the Secretary og 
War, the Honorable Harry H. Woodring, and under which the War Department jg 
now operating.” 


Ordnance Department—Subject to availability of funds, Ordnance companies, maip. 
tenance, will be given training to obtain mobility and field efficiency by inspecting ang 
repairing equipment of Regular Army, National Guard, and R.O.T.C. units located 
at posts and stations other than the home stations of the Ordnance Maintenance 
Companies. The inspection trips may be used for field training of Reserve officers ang 
R.O.T.C, students whenever available, and especially during the summer camp of the 
R.O.T.C. students. Division Ordnance sections will perform inspection trips similar 
to those prescribed above for Ordnance companies, maintenance. 

Inspection trips of the Ordnance units will be scheduled so as not to interfere 
with Ordnance maintenance duties performed at their home stations. However, at 
least one inspection trip per year, and as many more as are practicable, will be made 
by each of the above Ordnance units. 

If the above inspection trips are performed as a part of the annual inspection of 
the Corps Area Ordnance Officer, appropriate portions of the expense of such trips may 
be charged to funds allotted Corps Area Commanders for the maintenance of Ordnance 
equipment. Ordnance depot companies and ammunition companies will be required 
at least twice a year to spend not less than two nights in bivouac, preferably away 
from their home stations. 

Contracts totalling $257,761.62 were awarded for the Ordnance Department by 
the Assistant Secretary of War during the period 16 to 31 March. 


Army Air Corps—An additional $8,000,000 worth of Flying Fortress bombers were 
ordered this week from Boeing Aircraft Company to supplement existing contracts 
for purchase of the huge ships. They will be built under the terms of the existing 
contracts and will be designated as Model B-17D,. Other contracts were placed for the 
Air Corps by the Assistant Secretary of War during the period 16 to 31 March witha 
total value of $4,625,440.81. Of this amount $3,565,760 was for propeller and blade 
assemblies and controls. 

At Barksdale Field approximately 100 enlisted men are attending night classes 
at Centennary College, Shreveport, La. Arrangements have been made with Centen- 
nary College, whereby it is cooperating with Barksdale Field authorities to offer edu- 
cation to enlisted men during off-duty hours at the lowest possible cost. Ambitious 
youngsters are taking advantage of this opportunity to prepare themselves for future 
promotion. 

This training will enable soldiers to prepare themselves to qualify for flying 
cadet training ; courses requiring the higher Alpha and mathematic grades at Chanute 
Field ; to better their status in the service. The actual cost per month for each student 
is approximately $3.00. Transportation is available with no cost to students. 


Inspector General’s Department—The War Department has issued a second change 
to Army Regulation 20-35, covering inspection of property for condemnation by the 
Inspector General’s Department.

Signal Corps—Tables of Organization are now being printed for six types of Signal 
Corps units. Two of these tables are revisions of old ones; the other four cover new 
types of units some of which have been recommended for activation, One of the new 
tables is T/O 11-217, covering the signal company, aviation. It has been recommended 
that four of these companies be activated—two at Langley Field, one at March Field 
and one at Barksdale Field. The second of the new tables is T/O 11-237, covering the 
signal platoon, air base. It has been recommended that one of these platoons be 
activated at Langley, one at March and one at Barksdale. T/O 11-87 covers the 
signal company, construction, separate, which it is not planned to activate in peace 
time. Two would be activated on M-day as GHQ troops for the use primarily of the 
GHQ air force, though not attached to that command. T/O 11-227 is for the signal 
company, maintenance, aviation, which also would not be activated in peacetime. 
Three of these units would be created on M-day. 

In addition to these four new tables, changes are being made in the organizational 
charts covering signal sections for wing headquarters (T/O 1-10-1) and the signal 
section for GHQ air force headquarters (T/O 1-402). These four small units will 
also be activated if recommendations of the Signal Corps are approved. 

There are available for formation of the 11 new recommended units a total of5 
officers and 310 men which are now at the three big flying fields. Since formation of 
the units according to tables of organization has not been authorized, the personnel 
are assigned only to their respective fields. The officers available for assignment 
the new units are: Capt. C. 8. Stodter, SC, March Field; Capt. John H. Brewer, 86 
Langley; Capt. R. B. True (Cav.), SC, Barksdale; 2nd Lt. M. W. Musgrave, 8 
Langley ; 2nd Lt. W. L. Martin (Inf.), SC, March; 2nd Lt. G. W. Rhyme (Inf.), 86 
Langley ; 2nd Lt. V. C. Warren (Inf.), SC, Barksdale; 2nd Lt. G. M. Simmons (Inf), 
SC, Barksdale. 

Col. W. H. Murphy, SC, will report to Langley Field in June as signal officer for 
the General Headquarters Air Force, succeeding Lt. Col. Cedric W. Lewis, SC, Wh? 
will be signal officer of the 7th Corps Area.

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Maxwell Field Graduation 

Appropriately, the only music provided 
for Saturday’s Air Corps Tactical School 
graduation exercises conducted in Austin 
Hall, was the muffled roar of airplane 
motors from Maxwell Field’s distant 
hangar lines. Brig. Gen. Jacob J. Fickel, 
Assistant Chief of Air Corps, Washing- 
ton, delivered the principal address and 
presented the diplomas to the 102 grad- 
yates. His remarks were succinct. In- 
duded in his address was the statement 
that “You have the prospect of another 
year and a quarter of extremely strenu- 
ous work. Until our present expansion 
program is finished on June 30, 1941, we 
all will have to do double duty. You may 
rest assured the program is progressing 
and will be completed on time. We are 
securing new equipment at the times and 
in the quantities as planned; our me- 
chanics are being trained according to the 
plan; our new pilots are surpassing all 
our expectations.” His complete address 
is at the end of the story. 

The class of 102 officers commenced its 
studies of aerial combat tactics on 8 Jan. 
The graduation program consisted of an 
invocation by Chaplain John MacWil- 
liams, USA; remarks by Col. Millard F. 
Harmon, jr., AC, assistant commandant, 
Air Corps Tactical School; introduction 
of General Fickel by Col. Walter R. 
Weaver, AC, Commandant of the Air 
Corps Tactical School; address by Gen- 
eral Fickel and presentation of diplomas ; 
benediction by Chaplain MacWilliams. 

The ceremonies were conducted in Aus- 
tin Hall. The platform was attractively 
decorated with gladiolas, pandanus and 
palms. Members of the Air Corps Tac- 
tical School Faculty, Colonel Weaver’s 
staff, and the families of students at- 
tended. Following the ceremony, there 
was hasty paeking of personal effects, 
good byes and departure for home sta- 
tions. 

Saturday’s class was the third in the 
series of short term courses to be gradu- 
ated at Maxwell Field. Prior to initia- 
tion of the three-month classes, the term 
had been of nine months’ duration. Of 
the 102, 96 were from the Air Corps, 2 
from the Chemical Warfare Service, 1 
each from the Infantry and Field Artil- 
lery, 1 from the U. 8. Navy, and 1 (Flight 
leader Arturo Meneses from the Chilean 
Air Force). One of the members of the 
class is Maj. George W. Goddard who 
made a sensational night photographic 
flight over Montgomery on 26 March.

Promotion On Retired List 

Representative Melvin Maas of Minn., 
this week introduced a bill creating a pro- 
motion system for naval officers on the 
retired list. The measure provides “That 
retired commissioned officers of the Navy 
or Marine Corps who are recalled to ac 
tive duty and who have, or who here- 
after attain, additional active service be 
promoted on the retired list with a re- 
tired pay of the rank to which advanced, 
as follows: With fifteen years’ active 
commissioned service, to lieutenant com- 
mander, United States Navy, or major, 
United States Marine Corps; with 
twenty-three years’ active commissioned 
service, to commander, United States 
Navy, or lieutenant colonel, United States 
Marine Corps; with twenty-nine years’ 
active commissioned service, to captain, 
United States Navy, or colonel, United 
States Marine Corp.”

Uniform Enlistment Bill 

The Bill, S. 3470, which would amend 
the National Defense Act so as to pro- 
vide for a uniform enlistment in the Army 
of the United States in time of war or 
other emergency was passed by the Sen- 
ate this week. At present there are three 
types of enlistment that may be employed 
in event of national emergency, and the 
War Department and the Adjutants Gen- 
eral Association have advocated legisla 
tion passed by the Senate. Such enlist 
ments would be for the duration of the 
war, plus six months, and men enlisted 
under this type enlistment could be free 
ly transferred from one unit to another, 
regardless of the component status of the 
units involved.

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Sec. Woodring’s Testimony 


Terming the plight of officers caught 
behind the hump on the Army promotion 
list “hopeless,” Secretary of War Harry 
H. Woodring on Monday, 8 April, urgeq 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee to 
take favorable action on 8. 3712, the “ser. 
vice-in-grade” promotion bill. He saiq 
that the measure is a substitute for the 
“age-in-grade” bill, but approaches the 
problem from an entirely new angle. 

The text of Mr. Woodring’s statement 
is as follows: 

Text of Statement 

“During my seven years in the War Pe. 
partment I have become increasingly aware 
of the serious effect on the efficiency of our 
Army produced by the stagnation in the pro. 
motion of officers on the promotion list of 
the Regular Establishment. The veterang of 
the World War have grown old without cor. 
responding increase in rank and positions of 
command to which their age and war experi- 
ence entitles them. A thousand or more off- 
cers commissioned after the war group have 
reached age and service appropriate to a 
lieutenant colonel while still serving, as to- 
day, in the grade of captain. The morale of 
the service is adversely affected by the un- 
certainty of the situation of the senior group, 
and the future leadership of the Army js 
jeopardized by the hopeless plight of the 
officers behind the so-called war hump. 

“Last year an age-in-grade retirement 
measure was submitted to your committee, 
but it aroused widespread opposition because 
it would have retired many able-bodied off- 
cers who were less than sixty years of age. 
For the past three months the War Depart- 
ment has been studying alternate proposals 
to remedy the situation. I have had myself 
currently and constantly informed of the 
progress of this study. The bill before yon, 
S. 3712, is offered as a substitute for the age- 
in-grade vitalization bill. 

Describes Bill 

“In general this bill provides for the pro- 
motion of officers after specified years of 
service in grade, and I believe it is a highly 
important piece of legislation from the strict 
viewpoint of national defense. It is a con- 
structive measure, it does no injustice to any 
officer, it discriminates against no group and 
it vitalizes the two most important grades in 
the Army—those of colonel and captain. It 
will immeasurably increase the morale of the 
Army officer now stagnated in promotion 
since it assures him that the accident of the 
year in which he entered the Army will not 
penalize him by monotonous years of service 
in the grade of captain or major, while fel 
low officers of approximately the same age 
and with only a year or two more of service 
reach the grade of colonel and opportunity 
for high command, But I would particularly 
emphasize the fact that this bill is necessary 
as a remedy to a situation which threatens 
the continued development of leadership for 
the Army. If some such legislation is not 
enacted we will have a situation in a few 
years where officers in obscure positions must 
be suddenly advanced to high rank and the 
command and control over matters of great 
importance to the national defense, This 
is the most critical phase of the matter 

“The enactment of S. 3712 will result in 
marked economy over the present system 
For the first four years the costs will average 
$300,000 a year additional to present costs 
thereafter savings will average over $2,000,000 
per year for the next twelve years. ; 

“IT submitted this measure to the President 
and he has approved it. The details will be 
explained to you by General Shedd. I urge 
its prompt consideration and enactment at 
this session.”

If the correction as recommended is 
made, it is true for a comparatively short 
period there will be a few more lieuten- 
ant colonels—this will work itself out 
and it is pointed out that most of these 
officers will be doing the same work any 
way that they would continue to do even 
if only halftime constructive service is 
allowed. Why retain just one minor, but 
unfair little proviso in such a fine general 
scheme?

we first began to study this subject ; and 
I think we took the first step in 1935. But 
at that time we realized that we would 
have to come back and take the second 
step which we are now asking for.” 

Mr. Woodring agreed, adding that “It 
is a difficult problem, but in this bill we 
have tried to work it out so that there 
is no injustice to any one officer.” 

“T think,” Senator Hill added, “the 
record should show also that the report 
you made as a result of the direction con- 
tained in the Act of 1926 was basically 
about the same as you now ask for. We 
did not put it through at that time be 
cause, as I said, these controversies arose 


about changing the promotion list. In 
other words, the War Department has 
been consistent and, I might say, per- 


sistent so far as recognizing the problem 
and endeavoring to solve it. In other 
words, at that time you offered the age- 
in-grade solution.” 

Following this colloquy, General 
Shedd’s formal statement was heard. 
Tater General Shedd recalled the figures 
presented at the last session showing the 
retirement ages of other armies and said, 
“Our retirement ages are higher than 
those of any other country, except Russia, 
which uses 60 for the grade of colonel, 
as we do.” 

Senator Minton asked General Shedd 
if an attempt was being made to do for 
the captains, majors, lieutenant colonels 
and colonels what was done for the lieu- 
tenants in 1935. General Shedd said yes. 


House Hearing 

Appearing before the House Military 
Committee, the War Department group 
was warmly received and following the 
reading of the prepared statements, Gen- 
eral Marshall took the stand to express 
approval of the measure, Chairman An- 
drew J. May, of Ky., told his committee 
that the measure before them represents 
the result of collaboration between the 
War Department and the minority, as di- 
rected by him at the last session when 
the age-in-grade bill was stymied. Sec- 
retary Woodring said that the War De- 
partment had followed the 1935 precedent 
and that everyone in the Department had 
expressed approval of the bill. 

Representative May, in a direct ques- 
tion, asked, “Mr. Woodring, as Secretary 
of War, is there any purpose to work any 
hardship on any one officer.””. Mr. Wood- 
ring replied, “Absolutely not.” Mr. May 
said, “It looks to me like it is a deter- 
mined effort on the part of the War De- 
partment to provide equal treatment for 
every oflicer in the Army.” 

Representative Ewing Thomason, of 
Tex., recalled that last year the War De- 
partment, and Mr. Woodring, had come 
before the committee with the age-in- 
grade plan and the statement that this 
plan represented the best solution. He 
asked for an explanation of the bills. Mr. 
Woodring stated that the bill last year 
was a sincere effort along one line while 
that the measure now being considered 
represents an entirely different approach 
to the problem and has various other 
factors added. Me stressed that the merit 
in the new bill lies in the fact that it pro- 
vides a uniform promotion system and at 
the same time eliminates the hump prob- 
lem without injuring anyone. Mr. 
Thomason said, “I want to be sure that 
we do not harm the World War oflicers. 
I’m not from Missouri, I'm from Texas, 
but I would still like to be shown.” See- 
retary Woodring pointed out that Gen- 
eral Shedd was present and prepared to 
fully explain the bill. 


Congressmen Approve 

Following General Shedd’s prepared 
Statement, Representative May stated, “I 
think there is one effect of this bill alone 
which justifies its enaction. That is the 
relief it affords captains and majors.” 

Representative Thomason at this 
point stated “I am in hearty accord with 
this principle (promotion on length of 
service). It meets the problem we had 
before us last year.” 

Representative Dow Harter, of Ohio, 
remarked that the bill would deal fairly 
with all officers. Representative Thoma- 
son said that no chance for favoritism 
could creep in in administering the bill. 
He asked General Shedd what recourse 





the Army had in the matter of inefficient 
officers. General Shedd replied that the 
“Class B Law,” would not be repealed. 
Representative Dewey Short, of Mo., 
stated, “This bill provides no favoritism 
and attaches no stigma to any officer in 
the Army.” 

Representative J. Joseph Smith, of 
Conn., asked General Shedd if the effect 
of the bill would leave the Army short 
officers in any grade. General Shedd re- 
plied that for the first few years there 
will be a slight shortage in the company 
grades, but that this shortage will be nul- 
lified by the employment of Reserve Offi 
cers on extended active duty. 

Representative John J. Sparkman, of 
Aia., asked General Shedd if it would not 
be wise and equitable to extend the 5 per 
cent retention feature down to include 
lieutenant colonels approaching the 60- 
year retirement mark. General Shedd 
said that the idea back of the retention 
feature is to permit the retention of col- 
onels in key positions and that he does 
not believe that any lieutenant colonels 
would be in positions of importance 
enough to justify their retention. 

Representative Short stated, “This is a 
much better bill than the one that was 
before us last year and I think that it 
will be enacted.” 

To a remark made by Representative 
@. Arthur Anderson, of Mo., to the effect 
that the measure is a good bill and 
worthy of support, Mr. short remarked in 
a jocular manner that he was glad Mr. 
Anderson “could be for something.” 

General Marshall’s Comments 

General Marshall told the committee 
“If we keep the officers who entered the 
Army between 1920 and 1930 trapped be- 
hind the hump it will be very unfortu- 
nate.” He reminded the committee that 
in his service in France he saw 27 of 29 
American divisions in combat and that it 
was his personal observation that more 
officers above the grade of captain had to 
be relieved for physical inability to carry 
on than for anv other reason. He said 
that physical exhanstion at crucial times 
led to many mistakes and to the failure 
of some missions. He also stated that ex- 
haustion brought about a pessimistic at- 
titude that was bad for morale and sue- 
CeCSS, 

He said that desnite the admitted fact 
that age brings with it experience and 
knowledge, age also brings with it weak- 
ened muscles and tendons which make it 
impossible for an officer to effectively 
provide leadership for his command. 
General Marshall said that if any one 
factor can he said to be more important 
than any other, leadership is that factor. 
He said that leadership must be active, 
forceful and inspiring. 

Turning to the maneuvers in the 
South, General Marshall said that solder- 
ing in time of peace is an entirely dif- 
ferent pronosition from soldierine in time 
of war. He recalled to the committee the 
patriotic fervor that spread over the 
country during the last war, with publie 
adulation and other compensating fac- 
tors. He contrasted this picture with the 
present maneuvers of the divisions in the 
South. where. he said, the troops have 
lived during the worst winter in 10 years 
with little publie acclaim and plenty of 
hard work. Under these circumstances, 
General Marshall said, the quality of 
leadership comes to the front if there is 
any inherrent. 


Opposes Colonels’ Promotion 

Representative Martin, called the at- 
tention of General Shedd to the editorial 
appearing in the 6 April, 1940 issue of the 
ArMY AND Navy Journar, in which the 
JOURNAL suggested that Congress amend 
the legislation to provide for the promo- 
tion to brigadier general upon retire- 
ment of colonels who have performed 
outstanding service during their military 
‘“areers. Mr. Martin asked General Shedd 
as to the advisability of such an amend- 
ment, pointing out that it would provide 
an incentive for colonels to maintain a 
high calibre of efliciency up to the date of 
their retirement. General Shedd replied 
that he would not favor such an amend- 
ment, adding his contention that the pro- 
vision in the measure which permits the 
Secretary of War to retain 5 per cent of 
the colonels for an additional two years 
after they reach age 60 provides suflicient 
incentive for the older colonels to main-

The question was raised as to why the 
limitation of 705 was placed on the grade 
of colonel. General Shedd said that it 
would be impossible to employ, in posts 
befitting their rank, any greater number 
of colonels. He contended that the mili 
tary system is based on the chain of com- 
mand and that rank and the proper use 
of it are of paramount importance, 

At the conclusion of the testimony of 
witnesses, Representative Thomason 
moved that the bill be reported, but Mr. 
May asked that the motion be withheld 
until the committee went into executive 
session. This was done, and a short time 
later, in executive session, the committee 
voted unanimously that the bill be re 
ported.

dier generals at age 62 and other officers at 
age 60, with the exception that the Secretary 
of War may exempt not to exceed five per 
cent of the colonels from retirement at age 
60 and carry them on the active list to age 
62. This permits the retention of outstanding 
colonels on active duty until age 62 the age 
for retirement of brigadier generals. The 
two-year delay in applying this provision is 
to permit due notice to the officers concerned, 
The bill also provides that any officer with 


World War service may retire at any time 
with three-fourths pay. If he has 23 years 


of service and has not reached the grade of 
lieutenant colonel because of the requirement 
of six years’ service in the grade of major, 
he can retire with the grade of lieutenant 
colonel. If he has 28 years of service and has 
not reached the grade of colonel he can re 
tire with the grade and pay of a colonel. 
More Field Officers 

“One effect of this measure will be to in 
crease the number of field officers immedi 
ately by 1,350, largely in the grade of major, 
due to the promotion of those officers with 
from 17 to 22 years’ who are now 
stagnated in the grade of captain, The num 
ber of field officers will become less each year 
thereafter and after eight yars will fall be 
low the presnt authorizd 40 per cent, hy 
1953 the number will be approximately 34 per 
cent, which, it will be recalled, was the re 
duced percentage of tield officers advocated 
by the War Department last year. At 28 
years’ service officers will be in the grades of 
lieutenant colonel and colonel due to the limi 
tation of 705 colonels, Because of this limi 
tation, and while the hump is in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel, officers will not reach 
the grade of colonel immediately upon com 
pleting 28 years’ service; when the hump is 
entirely separated from the active list that 
ideal can be attahied. Retirement in’ the 
grade of colonel and the opportunity for se 
lection as a general officer afforded by this 
bill to lieutenant colonels with over 28 years’ 
service nullifies to some extent the effect of 
limiting the number of colonels, 

“The bill provides that officers will be pro 
moted after certain specified years of con- 
tinuous commissioned service in the Regular 
Army. It also provides that every officer will 
be credited with the greatest amount of ser 
vice of any officer junior to him in his grade 
on the promotion list, which means that an 
officer commissioned in the Regular Army on 
1 July 1920, will be credited with the largest 
number of years of service of any officer ap 
pointed in the Regular Army in 1917 or 1918, 
who is now junior to him on the promotion 
list. This provision is necessary to prevent 
a disturbance of the relative position of offi- 
cers on the promotion list. Let me emphasize 
that no officer will be promoted ahead of any 
officer now above him on the promotion list-— 
the order of the list is not to be changed in

“The bill provides that an officer whe 
reached or reaches the grade of major or lien- 
tenant colonel with more than 17 and 23 years 
service respectively will receive credit toward 
the six and five years of service required ip 
those grades, of one-half the years of service 
he has in excess of 17 and 23 years’ service 
This means that a captain who on 1 July 196 
is promoted to major after 22 years’ service 
will have a credit of two and a half years on 
the six years of service in the grade of 
major (22—17 divided by 2). 

Partial Parity Gained 

“This measure attains partial parity with 
the non-promotion list (Medical Department 
and Chaplains) in the matter of years of ser- 
vice for promotion. It also eliminates to some 
extent the disparity now existing between 
the Air Corps, which has temporary promo- 
tion, and the other arms and services on the 
promotion list. 

“The costs of this measure will be less than 
the present system and less than the age-in 
grade measure. Additional costs will average 
about $300,000 the first four years; thereafter 
savings will run from $1,400,000 in 1945 to 
$4,300,000 in 1956—an average of $2,500,000 
annually for the twelve years. 

Summation 

“To sum up, 8. 3712 possesses the following 
advantages over our present promotion sys 
tem: 

“It attains the War Department objective 
of proper years of service in grade (3 years 
second lieutenant, 7 years first lieutenant, : 
years captain, 6 years major, 5 years lieuten 
ant colonel). 

“It vitalizes the two most important com 
mand grades below that of general officer 
those of colonel and captain—the grade of 
colonel by the mandatory retirement of brig 
adier generals at 62, and other officers at vu 
the captain grade by insuring promotion t 
major after seven years’ service in that 
grade, at an average age of 41. 

“It immediately ends stagnation in prome 
tion in grades of major and captain where 
it is becoming increasingly serious and even 
tually ends it in all grades. a 

“It provides that all officers will reach fiel 
grades after several years of training in the 
lower grades and at an age that will enable 
the Army to receive full value from their 
services. 

“It broadens the field for consideration for 
general officer selections, thus insuring or 
all officers of proper age can be considered 
and insures that there will always he 
cient number of the proper age eligible. 

“It limits the number in the grade of cole 
nel to 705, and eventually reduces the tota 
number of field officers. 

“It costs less than present system. 

“rhe Bureau of the Budget reports tht 
this measure is not in conflict with the pr 
gram of the President.” 

Later General Shedd amplified his 
statement by adding the following: 

“Questions have arisen in connection with

“One of our greatest problems in the War 
Department is meeting the requirements of 
the college presidnts as to National Guard 
Officers, as to officers from the regular estab- 
lishment who are detailed for duty with them. 
And they are quite right in their insistence 
upon a high degree of efficiency. It is very 
important that the men working with the 
National Guard on the faculties should be 
outstanding and vigorous, 

“You might say that there is no fleld work 
in connection with the National Guard; but it 
isa very arduous duty, because you are work 
ing practically every night, going from this 
armory to that armory. It requires a vig 
orous individual to do it, as well as a man 
with the necessary mental attainments. 

“So every phase of our National Defense 
activity has to be vitalized. There is a de 
pressing effect on morale when we have men 
stalled in their grade. It is an embarrass 
ment to have their children look at them and 
see them in a low rank when another man of 
apparently the same age is high in rank. 
That is an unfortunate situation.” 

Senator Hill then said: “One of the finest 
statements that I ever heard made before a 
committee of Congress was made by General 
Summerall when he was Chief of Staff, at a 
time when he was speaking about factors that 
make for the morale of an officer, and of 
course, the morale of the Army. He enum 
erated three primary factors. One, of course, 
was quarters or living conditions provided 
for the officers. 

“The second, of course, was the matter of 
pay or remuneration that he receives for his 
services, 

“The third was the matter of promotion or 
the hope of reward, 

“And the General emphasized strongly the 
fact that of these three factors the factor 
which, in his opinion after years of experi 
ence and long observation, contributed most 
to the morale of the individual, and, there 
fore, the Army, Was this matter of promo 
tion; that if a man had held out to him the 
hope of reward and some assurance that he 
would go up, that he could go through these 
ordeals which you have enumerated, that he 
could meet the travail and could make the 
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sacrifices; that if his quarters were not like 
they should be and if he thought his pay was 
pretty low as compared with index prices, he 
could get by. But the thing that did the most 
of all to make that officer’s morale or to de- 
stroy it was whether or not he had the op- 
portunity to get the promotion to which he 
felt he was entitled, and to which he was en 
titled,” 

General Marshall added, “I think that Is an 
excellent statement from the human side of 
the case. We have a very good example of 
that every day. Take two officers here, Gen. 

Take the 
case of the Deputy Chief of Staff of the Army. 
The position of Deputy Chief of Staff is one 
of the most arduous positions in the peace 
time duty of the Army. It requires unusual 
ability. He is a general officer, As a Briga- 
dier General his pay, so far as that is con- 
cerned, is only $25 a month more than the 
pay of a colonel, And that, in terms of our 
country, is not a very material increase, His 
expenses are very much greater than the ex 
penses of a Colonel, because of the position 
that he occupies, Soe, as a matter of fact, he 
really receives less and the requirement is 
very much greater, Yet he is a general, and 
that makes a tremendous difference. When he 
is on the Post his pay Is just the same as a 
colonel’s pay 

“T may have that reversed, but the effect 
is just about the sume, But he has a tre 
mendous factor for his morale and his lead 
ership because of the rank that has been 
given him, although the Government never 
has given him the proper pay.”

Army Medical Increase 

The Senate this week passed the bill, 
S. 3654, which authorizes an increase in 
the enlisted strength of the Army Medical

attempted to maintain liaison with radio. 
it was soon found that there were such a 
yumber of radios on the air of the op- 
sing forces that the 194 sets were ab- 
lutely useless. If this was the situation 
in which only three partial Divisions with 
sme auxiliary troops were in the field, 
how much more it would be where armies 
were opposing each other? The result 
was that liaison with front line Infantry 
broke down and the Brigade failed to 
make an impressive showing as to com- 
hat efficiency. On the last day it would 
have been impossible to move any of our 
hattalions to new positions without much 
iss of time, as the personnel of the wire 
wetions were physically exhausted, and 
wr wire was depleted. 
Wire Communication Stressed 
The Brigade returned to its home sta- 
tion with all of its officers convinced that 
wire communication must be emphasized 
and the deficiency in equipment must be 
errected. It was apparent also that in a 
maneuver of this nature, while all other 
features of the exercise could be brought 
within the scope of their personnel and 
means, communications were almost as 
strenuous, just as necessary, and just as 
extensive, as if a war situation existed. 
Distances were substantially as great, 
and difficulties of laying wire and re- 
trieving it were almost as real. The fol- 
lowing years the lesson learned in this 
exercise had every consideration in the 
planning and execution of training, al- 
though correction in lack of equipment 
has not been made, The lack of motors 
to pick up wire exhausted our wire sec- 
tions, the lack of wire and reels made 
their problem impossible of solution in the 
manner contemplated in training man- 
wls. A maneuver is the “service prac- 
tice” of communication units ; they should 
have complete equipment. 
Maneuver 

Ranking with gunnery and communica- 
tions is ability of an artillery unit to ma- 
neuver, both as to organizations on the 
ground and as to fire. It had been the ex- 
perience in all organizations that RSOP’s 
had not proceeded with the idea that 
seed was an element very vital to per- 
formance. Most RSOP’s were talked to 
death. Probably what was said was per- 
linent to the situation but improvement 
was not such as would indicate that talk- 
lig was obtaining results. Areas were laid 
out and battalions were required to per- 
fom RSOP’s within a limited time. This 
lime did not exceed for the details two 
and one-half hours and for firing batter- 
ies two hours. In order to move to areas 
ind complete the RSOP’s within this 
time, the job had to be done on the run. 
There was, of course, some confusion but 
the idea of importance of time was im- 
essed and the habit of being overly 
deliberate and taking too much time was 
materially reduced. Some battalions said 
iteould not be done, but others did it. In 
the end all were doing it. Although some 
it first slighted putting in communica- 
lions and completing the set up, others 
found that by utilizing man power and 
irganization, it could be done and was 
lone.

A Few Questions on National Guard 
Performance and Possibilities 

Last fall when orders were received by 
National Guard authorities in this State 
for seven days additional training, with 
the option that it might be done in piece- 
meal, there was considerable difference 
of opinion as to the advisability of this 
additional training and the burden it 
would place on members of the Guard. 
Many were of the opinion that week-end 
periods would be preferable. A survey of 
one organization was.taken in which the 
enlisted men expressed themselves as to 
the possibility of leaving their jobs. About 
one-third felt they could get away for 
seven days. Another one-third felt that 
if they got away, it would be jeopardiz- 
ing their job, and another one-third was 
positive they would lose their jobs and it 
would absolutely be impossible. The au- 
thorities decided to take the entire seven 
days at one time in order to save trans- 
portation and because our regular camp 
site was not available, organizations were 
thrown into combat team echelons and 
camps were held in three separate weeks. 
For the limited time available, as much 
publicity as possible was obtained. The 
Governor of the State issued a statement 
in which he said that this was a matter 
in which no person in the State, whether 
a member of the Guard, head of a busi- 
ness, or an official in authority, should in 
any manner discount the action of re 
sponsible authorities at Washington who 
felt that this training was necessary ; 
therefore that all citizens of the State 
should make every effort to facilitate the 
training of the Guard for this additional 
period, and instead of making it hard on 
members of the Guard to hold their jobs, 
should encourage them to take this addi- 
tional training. The State Superintendent 
of Education issued a similar statement, 
and the Board of Education authorized 
all teachers and students to be absent for 
one week. The camps were held and com- 
manders were told that in case any mem- 
ber of the Guard was placed under an 
undue burden, he was to be excused. 
When camps were completed, it was found 
that more than 90% of the members had 
attended, including the increase’ in 
strength, which had practically been com- 
pleted at that time. 

Increase Length of Drills 

What the Guard can do is what its 
members will undertake with enthusiasm 
und spirit. More than a year ago when it 
became apparent that the situation in 
Europe was becoming tense, the Division 
Commander issued an order that all 
troops would train on each drill night for 
a period of two and one-half hours. Some 
commanders of lower units felt that this 
was a burden that could not be sur- 
mounted and began to hedge. After con 
ferences and explanation of the situation, 
they agreed to undertake it. Several regi- 
mental commanders said it would kill re 
cruiting and jeopardize the life of their 
units. It was found, however, that one 
regimental commander had for some time 
prior to that time been requiring three 
hours on each drill night instead of one 
and one-half. It was also found that es- 
prit in this organization was higher than 
most other organizations and that nearly 
all units in this regiment had a waiting 
list for membership. It can be said now 
that the additional hour imposed by the 
Division Commander, and in some cases 
additional time to this two and one-half 
hours by junior commanders, has not in 
jured the Guard from a recruiting or 
morale standpoint ; has greatly increased 
its efliciency and was one of the factors 
which assisted in laying the groundwork 
for the rating of “Ready for immediate 
combat service” obtained by all units of 
the Brigade at the last field inspection. 
It may be that this additional time, which 
was placed on a voluntary basis and from 
which some personnel necessarily had to 





be excused, was successful because it was 
felt that they were contributing some- 
thing to the welfare and safety of their 
country, and not simply being required 
to work an additional hour for the same 
remuneration. 

As to the amount of training to be done 
each year in the field, it cannot be ques- 
tioned by anyone, except in emergency 
circumstances, that more than one period 
of training a year would be detrimental 
to the morale of the Guard. It would es 
pecially handicap the participation by 
officers of higher ranks who have busi- 
ness responsibilities of importance. How- 
ever, before the War, when the National 
Guard received no armory drill pay what

Rule on Army Bill Blocked 

Representative Charles I. Faddis of 
Pennsylvania yesterday blocked the rule 
which would have given the Army pro 
motion bill early consideration in the 
House, Mr. Faddis requested the Rules 
Committee to formulate a special rule 
which would have added repeal of the 
Wilcox (air base) act to the promotion 
bill. Mr. Faddis contended that the Wil- 
cox act never should have been enacted 
and would not have been had he been 
present at the time. He said that both he 
and Senator Lister Hill are anxious to 
have the act repealed because in that Act 
Congress delegated too much power to 
the War Department and this power has 
been “abused.” 

Mr. Faddis said that the earlier age 
in-grade bill had “no object in the world 
but to clear the way for a lot of younger 
otlicers with amibitious wives.” “That is 
all the last bill was,” he said. “If America 
ever got into a war they would thank God 
for officers who will not faint at the sight 
of a little blood.” He cited Class B boards 
and efliciency and medical reports as 
methods by which the Army could ae 
complish its end. He said that the Army 
has two hurdles, one to get its projects 
by Brig. Gen. Edwin N. Watson, USA, 
White House secretary and aide, with 
out a Presidential veto and another is the 
Senate which would hold up confirma 
tions as a weapon against the use of the 
B board. 

He said he favors the present bill but 
that he wants the Wilcox repeal coupled 
with it so that it will escape presidential 
veto. Mr. Faddis said that the War De 
partment should do its own “house clean 
ing” instead of bringing to Congress bills 
of this type. Representative May, chair 
man of the Military Committee, at 
tempted to win Mr. Faddis’s support 
but Mr. Faddis made his point and the 
Rules Committee held up the rule for 
further consideration. Before Mr. Faddis’ 
testimony the committee appeared to be 
in favor of the rule. Representative 
Lewis of Colorado declared, “the purpose 
of the Army is not to provide a life job 
but to provide an efficient National De- 
fense.”” He asked if the bill provided re 
wards for efliciency and got rid of the 
“lame ducks.” Mr. May said, “Yes.” 








The European War 

As the theatre of active operations in 
the European war moved to Scandinavia 
this week it at once became apparent to 
military observers that Germany's bold 
stroke, if successful, will vastly improve 
her situation both strategically and eco- 
nomically. Should Chancellor Hitler sue 
cessfully complete and hold his conquest 
of Norway and Denmark the radius of 
action of his vast air force will be enor- 
mously increased, an uninterrupted sup- 
ply of high grade iron ore assured, ex 
cellent advanced submarine bases pro 
vided, valuable shipbuilding plants made 
available, and needed foodstuffs supplied. 

While naval action has held the spot- 
light thus far, it is the opinion of experts 
that the decision in Norway is one for 
the land forces. The crux of the situa 
tion is whether or not the Norwegians 
can, offer sufficient resistance to prevent 
the Germans from becoming established 
before the allied powers can land forces 
large enough to cope with the invaders. 


Kivery hour the Germans remain their 
position is strengthened. 

From Bergen, Norway, German air- 
craft will have only a little more than 


300 miles to fly to reach the British naval 
bases in the Orkneys and the north of 


Scotland, whereas they formerly had 550 
miles to fly from Helgoland. Denmark 
is particularly well provided with suit- 
able sites for bases for large bombing 
planes, From Norway the Germans will 
have easy access to the North Sea and 
will enormously increase the British dif- 
ficulties in maintaining a blockade there. 
English ships have been patrolling north 
ward to Murmansk, but the risk of con- 
tinuing this with German air bases on 
their flanks will become considerably 
greater. 

German occupation of these countries 
will also cut off the United Kingdom 
from a convenient source of many needed 
supplies. Last year Denmark's exports 
to the United Kingdom totalled $168, 
009,000 and = consisted” principally of 
bacon, butter, eggs, shipping vessels and 
some machinery, while Norway supplied 
$47,634,000 worth of pulp, paper, metals, 
fish, hide, and whale oil. 

These two nations last year imported 
from the United States goods valued at 
more than 55 million dollars, including 
wheat, cotton, automobiles, tobacco, ma- 
chinery, gasoline and fuel oil. 

As to economic assets which may fal’ 
into Germany’s hands, it is noted that 
Denmark has a gold reserve of more than 
than 50 million dollars and Norway of 
more than 110 millions. Norway, too, has 
40 millions in foreign assets and Den 
mark 20 millions. 

Besides the iron mines which will be 
particularly valuable to the Germans, 
Norway has a merchant marine of 3,44, 
326 tons and Denmark of 684,167 tons, 
How much of this will be taken over by 
the British before the Germans can get 
it is a matter now being decided on the 
high seas.

There has been an increase in Italian 
trade by some $10,000,000 during the five 
months of the war, and an increase of 
$14,000,000 in our trade with the Soviet 
Union, a part of which, it is reasonable 
to assume, reached Germany. The gains 
in our foreign trade have not been re 
stricted to war areas, but have extended 
to Latin-American as a result of the di 
version of war orders to our producers, 
The commodity market forecasts greater 
demands for our agricultural products 
by the United Kingdom and France as 
a result of the closure of Denmark as 
a supplier of foodstuffs to England, and 
the interruption of British trade in wood 
pulp has caused an advance in the prices 
of shares of paper companies, Because of 
the necessity of purchasing more Ameri 
can goods with dollars, long range econo 
mists anticipate that the British and 
French Treasuries will Use up more 
quickly the amounts of this unit) they 
have available, and that the time will 
come when their Governments will seek 
in some way credits from the United 
States. This would require a modification 
of the Johnson Act forbidding loans to 
countries in default on their world war 
debts. 

Just before the Germans marched into 
Denmark und Norway, the stock mar 
ket gave evidence through a rally that 
it was inclined to believe that the country 
was about to emerge from the doldrums 
in which it has been caught since De 
comber. The belief, which was tinged 
with optimism, was based upon the pri 
maries held in Wisconsin, where the 
Vice President won 254% of the total 
democratic vote cast, the higher per- 
centage going to the President. It was 
estimated that if the same percentages 
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ran through the democratic vote of the 
country in the November elections, the 
President could not be reelected. Again, 
there was a substantial increase in the 
Republican vote. The market regarded 
this as a trend away from the New Deal. 
The sume trend was shown in Nebraska, 
where a Republican was elected to Con 


gress from a district which had been 
generally democratic. It was less evi- 
dent in Illinois, where the President 


slaughtered Mr, Garner, but where the 
combined votes of Garner and Dewey 
indicated a Republican victory in Novem- 
ber. While presidential campaigns, con- 
trary to common belief, never have had 
any measurable effect upon business, the 
trends shown do tend to remove business 
uncertainty, and it is this factor that is 
of encouragement in the markets and to 


business as a whole, 


Reports are current that the Presi- 
dent will renew his recommendation that 
a special National Defense tax be levied. 
Congress will disregard it; the outery 
against additional taxes is too loud not 
to be heeded, Congressional leaders are 
figuring ways and means to keep the to- 
tual budget within the National Debt 
limit, and there is no doubt that the 
mounting Republican strength will have 
an important influence in this direction, 
The Hlouse will consider next week the 
Logan-Walter bill placing curbs upon the 
procedure of various agencies dealing 
with business and providing for a court 
review, and the chances are that the 
measure will pass, although it faces a 
veto by the President.

Merchant Marine 
War flaring in an unexpected part of 
Europe and a number of domestic trans- 
actions made this week a busy one in 
Maritime circles. 
President Roosevelt acted quickly after 


Germany’s invasion of Norway und 
seizure of Bergen and Trondhjem prac- 


tically the only important ports in North 
ern Kurope formerly open to American 
shipping—to extend the combat zones to 
include Norwegian ports. 

Three American vessels were believed 
to be at or near Bergen or Trondhjem— 
the Flying Fish, Moormacsea and Charles 
McCormick—all of McCormick Lines. No 
report on the vessels had been received up 
to Thursday night. 

Expand Commission’s Functions 

Another action of the President af- 
fecting the American merchant marine 
was issuance of reorganization order 
No. 4, which provides for transfer from 
the Navy to the Maritime Commission of 
the former’s functions relating to State 
marine and nautical schools. “The gen- 
eral responsibility for developing facili- 
ties for the training of merchant marine 
personnel is vested in the Maritime Com- 
mission,” President Roosevelt declared. 
“The proposed transfer will thus permit 
closer coordination of the nautical schools 
with the training work of the Maritime 
Commission.” 


Approve Transfer of 2 Big Ships

vears. 1 those days this additional field 
trainins Was no handicap to maintenance 
of the Guard. Armory drills were not 
limited to one and one-half hours. Few 
prganizitions with which I had experi 
once drilled less than two and one-half 
pours, although they were not paid one 
wnt for this service. More than one and 
one-half hours should never be imposed 
without good reason by the higher com 
mand, but when an emergency shows that 
the additional sacrifice for a good 
quse, it may be done without loss to the 
Guard. 

The interest of men of ability, stand 
ing and prestige in any community is vital 
to an active Guard. In a recent clean up 
of higher officials in certain organiza 
tions in this State, the Governor stated 
that he felt the Guard was entitled to the 
yest leadership the State could produce 
and that he proposed to see that men who 
represented the leadership in the profes 
sional, commercial, industrial and other 
major activities of the State should con 
triute to the leadership of the Guard, 
« that members of the Guard could point 
with pride to higher commands, feel a 
pride in their leadership, and have ad 
vantage of leadership that possessed abil 
ity, rather than leadership which had 
memorized various paragraphs of mili 
tary requirements. The command and 
higher staff in this State represent leader 
ship in banking, oil production, public 
vrvice corporations, journalism, educa 
tion, law, agriculture and industry. While 
it has handicapped many of these men 
from having normal vacations, they have 
not complained and they have not re 
signed. It is evident to anyone who has 
had experience in the Guard that unless 
he is willing to make some financial and 
other personal sacrifice, he has no busi 
wess in the Guard, as necessities of suc 
cessful service will require this sacrifice.

Set High Objective 

As to the present objective of the Guard 
asa first line force, if this objective is 
set at less, less will be achieved. While 
it is quite apparent that actual accom 
lishment may be short of this objective, 
yet the constant striving for it is excel 
lent for morale. Some will achieve it from 
lime to time and possibly then lose it, but 
the objective should never be less. Should 








the Guard be relegated to a second line 
of defense as it was formerly regarded, 
it would degenerate to a second rate 
force, and, while it may hang on the edge 
of being a first line organization, it will 
continue to strive to remain in that 
bracket. After all, the relative prepared 
ness for combat service between the 
Guard of today and many of the Guard 
organizations which went into combat 
during the World War is not unfavorable 
to present efficiency. That a Guard or 
ganization can achieve and maintain the 
same efficiency the Regular Army 
should not be expected. However, it 
ean be approached to an effective degree. 

It would take very little intelligent 
application to training to disclose to lead 
ers of all ranks that leadership and util 
ization of manpower can accomplish much 
more than is being accomplished at pres 
ent, and with less effort. No leader in the 
National Guard today, undertaking to ac 
complish the same thing by contract for 
a monetary consideration, on a competi 
tive basis, would use one-fourth the man 


as 


power that is available in the National 
Guard. 
Articles of Training 
One thing that is needed and needed 


badly is more direct contact in training 
questions between tactical commanders 
and corps commanders and the Bureau 
and different sections of the War Depart 
ment. More attention to completion and 
adequacy of equipment of the Guard to 
perform field service. A study of equip 
ment of the Guard so that priorities may 
be given to those articles of equipment 
most necessary for tactical training. A 
plan by which battalion commanders can 
supervise their units by visiting each unit 


at least twice each year during the 
armory training season; by which regi 
mental commanders can make these 


visits at least once each year; by which 
Brigade and Division Commanders may 
assemble their field officers for a period 
of twenty-four to forty-eight hours at 
least twice each year. The integration of 
the Guard by closer grouping of tactical 
units in order to facilitate this super 
vision, and by operations through the 
normal administrative and tactical com 
manders in the normal chain of com 
mand. This latter suggestion will require 
some planning but a service officer for 
each regiment to contact regimental and 
battalion commanders, when necessary, 
and advise them of actions where their 


| approval is not required, in order to keep 





them in constant touch with what is 
transpiring during the year would ac 
complish this objective within the regi 


ments. A service oflicer for the Division 
or highest tactical unit in each State 


could keep Division and Brigade Com 
manders and staffs advised in the same 
way, work out details of training plans 
for both Division and Brigades after basic 
decisions are made, handle correspond 
ence, issue orders and maintain the con 
tact required for this integration. This 
could be accomplished by one oflicer for 
the Division and one stenographer, if it 
is tied closely to the corps of instructors. 
After all, building teams is the business 
of military training, and under a system 
by which these higher commanders, hav 
ing concluded two weeks field training, 
lose complete touch with their organiza 
tions for fifty weeks in the year, the work 
of building teams which is carried on in 
two weeks in the field is bound to suffer 
disintegration during the fifty weeks, 
Various states have met this in various 
ways, some effectively and others not at 
all. It is the most necessary program that 
could be placed before the Guard today. 


Commissions of Officers 

Another requirement for integration 
and building of efficient organization 
should be that no officer, whatever grade, 
should be commissioned without the en 
dorsement of opinion as to his efficiency 
by each tactical commander over him. 
While it is a Constitutional provision that 
the Governor of States appoint the offi 
cers in the National Guard within their 
states and this fundamental which 
cannot nor should not be challenged, it 
would not in any way challenge this pro 
cedure should the Adjutant General of 
the State and the Governor have before 
him the opinion in writing of each officer 
in the chain of command who will be re 
sponsible in combat for the performance 
of such officer. If their opinion should 
differ as to the ability of the proposed 
officer, they have the prerogative to 
change the appointment, but certainly 
nothing could be lost by having before 
them the opinion of these men.

| are many types. There is a type which go 


to their offices a few hours a day, look 
over what has been prepared by non 
commissioned officers, and spend the rest 


| of the day at leisure. There are those who 


become interested in the political activi 
ties of the Guard and endeavor to ma 
nipulate their ideas of reorganization and 
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|} adjustment. There are many more who 


feel when they are assigned to a unit as 
an instructor, that that unit is theirs to 
command in fact, even though in theory 
they have no command function. They 
issue orders, organize classes, require at 
tendance commanders. When they 
leave and others move into their place 
with different views, the organization is 
placed in a state of confusion by an upset 
of all such activities. Finally there are in 
structors such described above and 
such as we have now.

Organization Commanders 

To be successful, instructors must work 
through organization commanders, Or 
ganization commanders can guarantee 
continuity of program and, furthermore, 
any effort of instructors to indirectly ex 
ercise command is disintegrating to team 
work and organizational esprit. It dis 
counts organizational command and dis 
rupts the normal procedure in exercising 
command, vet is the most frequently as 
sumed attitude by even very able instrue 
tors, many of whom things which 
they conscientiously wish to correct but 
fail to see that correction by these meth 
ods is not curing the disease at its roots 
but simply giving a superticial correc 
tion. There is being found more and more 
instructors who realize the importance 
of working through the normal chain of 
command, thus vitalizing the whole or 
ganization without leaving rotten spots 
in it. These officers are intelligent and in 
addition to contributing their observa 
tions and their assistance in developing 
and executing training plans, they lend 
assistance by procuring equipment, prob 
lems, texts, in getting information, in 
vital contacts with regular army units, 
in free discussions on problems and in 
carrying to higher regular army lead 
quarters many of these problems which 
require consideration from above. They 
are of great assistance in matters of 
property and in schools, Their guidance is 
indispensable and the type of officer who 
approaches his job as instructor for any 


sce 


organization with sympathy and under 
standing is of inestimable value to the 


Guard and to the military establishment 
of this country. 

Of course there are times when Regular 
Army instructors must take the “bull by 
the horns” and literally lift a situation 
which lifeless. Their exact participa 
tion must always be gaged by what is be 
ing produced and what to 
speed up this production or get it on the 
track and going, There are also extra 
ordinary emergencies in which, due to the 
extra burden placed on National Guard 
Officers, Regular Army instructors must 
step in and take over much of the work, 
This attitude on the part of instructors 
of this Brigade has resulted in fine train 
ing results

Immediate Combat Service 

In closing this article, let me stress one 
point. The National Guard has been made 
a part of an initial protective force, Its 
announced mission immediate combat 
service, For the last twenty years the 
Government has spent millions of dollars 
in training the National Guard to fulfill 
this mission. Thousands of officers now in 
the Guard have had ten, fifteen and even 
twenty years and more of training to pre 
pare themselves function in the ea 
pacities to which they are now assigned 
As far as we can see, nothing has oceurred 
to date to justify this country in enter 
ing the war anywhere, There is plenty go 
ing on in the world to indicate that a sub 
stanial military force should be available 
in any first power, If the officers 
und men who have trained for the past 
twenty years for the definite purpose of 
heing prepared in this situation, feel that,

much of a saerifice for them to meet re 
quirements, then they have been holding 


their jobs under a false assumption. No 
citizen of the United States, whether he

whatever toward further preparation of 


the Guard for immediate combat service 
Such decision should never be questioned 


by any citizen of the United State Not 
only should it not be questioned, but it
